BE vr REMEMBERED, that at twelve o'clock, M., of said day, 
onthe motion of Mr. Ives, of Yallobusha, 

Mi. Miller, of Hinds, was appointed Chairman. 

James M. Downs, the former Secretary of the Senate, under 
the direction of the body, proceeded to call the Senators’ names, 
under the apportionment law, approved February 6th, 1841. 

When from the Senatorial district composed of the county of 
Wilkinson, James Alexander Ventress appeared, took. the oath 
preseribed in the constitution, and took his seat in the chamber. 

The oath prescribed in the constitution, was administered to 
Christian Hoover, the Senator elect. from the distriet composed 
of the county of Pike ; 

To George 'T. Swan, from the district composed of the coun- 
tes of Rankin and Simpson; 

V. W. Ramsey, from the district composed of the counties of 
Perry, Green, Jackson and Hancock ;

The same was adopted; and in accordance therewith, Mr. 
Montgomery withdrew his credentials, and retired from his seat, 
and the Senate proceeded with its organization.

TUESDAY, January 4, 1842. 


The Senate met pursuaut to adjournment. 

The Journal of yesterday was read. 

Mr. Ventress presented to the Senate James Metcalf, the 
Senator elect from the county of Adams, who presented his 
credentials, took the oath prescribed in the constitution, and 
took his seat. 

John J. Guion, Senator elect from the county of Warren, ap- 
peared in the Senate chamber, produced his credentials, took 
the oath prescribed in the constitution, and entered upon his du- 
ties as Senator. ’ | 

Mr. Ramsey offered the following resolution, which was 
adopted, to wit : 

Resolved That the Secretary inform the House of Represent- 
atives, that tlie Senate has elected its officers, and is now ready 
to proceed to business. 

The following message was received from the Hubs of Rep- 
resentatives, through Wm. M. Smyth, their clerk : 

Mr. Present :—] am instructed by the House of Repre- 
sentatives, to inform the Senate that they have met in pursuance 
of law, formed a quorum, and are now ready to proceed to busi- 
ness, under the direction of Robert W. Roberts, Speaker, and 
William M. Smyth, Clerk.

him that the Legislature has convened, and organized according 
to law, and are now ready to receive any communication which 
he may be pleased to make. 

And the question was then taken upon the amendment, which 
was passed, and the resolution, as amended, adopted. . 

Messrs. Marshall, Miller of Hinds, and Granberry, were ap- 
pointed on the part of the Senate, a committee of three, under 
said resolution. 


Mr. Humphreys offered the following resolution, which was 
adopted : j 


Resolved, 'That the rules adopted for the government of the 
Senate, at its last session, be adopted by the Senate, for its gov- 
ernment at the present session. 

Mr. Ventress offered the following resolution, which was 
adopted : E 

Resolved, That with the concurrence of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, the two houses will convene in the Representative 
Hall, on to-morrow, at cleven o'clock, for the purpose of elect- 
ing a Sergeant-at-arms. 

Mr. Miller of Hinds asked and obtained leave to introduce the 
following resolution, to wit : 

“Resolved by the Legislature of the State of Mississippi, That 
the old State House be set apart for the use of the district and 
circuit court of the United States, and that the Marshal of the 
Southern district be, and he is hereby authorized, to take pos- 
session of said house and lot, and make such repairs thereon as 
may be necessary, at the expense of the United States. 

Mr. Miller of Hinds moved to dispense with the rule of the 
Senate, which requires joint resolutions to lie on the table one 
day ; 

Which motion was put to the Senate, 

And decided in the negative. 
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Mr. Miller of Hinds asked and obtained leave to introduce the 
following resolution, to wit: 

Resolved, That the State Treasurer, whose duty it is to rent ' 
out the house belonging to the State, commonly known as the 
“old State house,” be instructed to defer renting said house, 
until the further action of the Legislature upon the subject. 

Which under the rule, lies one day upon the table. 

Mr. Guion asked and obtained leave to introduce the following 
resolution, which was adopted, to wit : 

Resolved, That a select committee of three be appointed to 
revise the rules for the government of this house, and make re- 
port thereon. 

Messrs. Guion, Ventress and Walton, were appointed a com- 
mittee of three, under said resolution. 

The following message was received from the House of Rep 
resentatives, through Mr. Smyth, the clerk : 

Mr. Presipent :—The House of Representatives have adopt- 
ed the joint resolution from the Senate, forming a committee of 
three on the part of the Senate, to wait on his Excellency, and 
have filled the blank in said resolution with the number “ five; 
and have appointed on their part Messrs. Williams, Briscoe, 
Stewart, Hill and Montgomery. 

Mr. Marshall made the following report, to wit : 

Mr. Presment:—The Joint Select Committee appointed 
on this day to wait on his excellency, the Governor, and inform 
him that both houses were organized and ready to receive com- 
munications, have performed that duty, and have instructed me 
to report to the Senate that his Excellency responded to said 
communication, by instructing them to inform both houses of 
the Legislature, that he will, at twelve o’clock, noon, of to-day, 
deliver to them a message in writing. 

Mr. Guion made the following report, to wit : 

Mr. Present :—The Select Committee appointed to revise 
the rules for the government of the Senate, have had the subject 
under consideration, and have instructed me to report, that they 
recommend to the House for their adoption and government, at 
the present session, the rules and orders reported by a select 
committee of this House, at the regular session of 1840, of which 
Alfred Cox was chairman, all of which is respectfully submitted. 

Which report was read and concurred in. 


Mr. Granberry offered the following resolution, to wit! 
Resolved, (with the concurrence of the House of Representa- 
tives,) That the joint rules, adopted at the last session of the Le- 


gislature, be adopted for the government of the Legislature at its 
present session. 


Ou motion of Mr. Granberry, | 

The rule requiring joint resoultions to lie one day on the ta- 
ble, was dispensed with ; 

And the question on said resolution being thereupon taken, 

It was decided in the affirmative. 

The following message was received from the House of Rep- 
resentatives, through their clerk, Wiliiam M. Sinyth : 

Mr. Presipent :—The House of Representatives have adopt- 
ed the following joint resolution, to wit : 

Resolved, (with the concurrence of the Senate,) That the two 
houses convene in the Representative Hall, at three o'clock, 
this day, for tlie purpose of clecting a Sergeant-at-arms for hoth 
houses of the Legislature; 

Iu which 1 am instructed to request the concurrence of the 
Senate. 

Which was read aud laid on the table. 

Mr. Miller of Minds offered the following resolution, which 
was udopted, to-wit: 

Resolved, That the subject of the contested election from the 
Senatorial district composed of the counties: of. Madison and 
Yazoo, be referred to a select committee of three; aud. that 
they be instructed to report as early as practicable. 

Messrs. Miller of Hinds, Guion, and Thompson, were appoint- 
ed the committee under said resolution.

The Senate took a recess until five minutes before twelve 
o'clock, M. 
> “The recess having expired, the Senate met. 

The following message was received from his Excellency, 
the Governor, through Mr. Russell, his private secretary, to-wit: 
Gentlemen of the Senate, 

and House of Representatives : 

During the past year an unusual degree of health has been 
enjoyed by the people of every portion of the State, with the 
exception of a single city. An average crop of cotton and eoru 
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has rewarded the toil of the husbandman. A rigid system of 
economy has every where provailed—but few debts háve been 
contracted, while many have been extinguished. Scarcely any 
saits have been instituted in our courts. We have enjoyed the 
inestimable blessings of peace at home and abroad; and the 
population and wealth of the State has steadily incrensed. For 
these manifold blessings, we are indebted to the superintending 
care of an all-wise Providence. 

In my last annual message, I candidly avowed my convic- 
tion, that adjourned sessions were not in accordance with the 
spirit of our constitution—that the expenses attendant thereon, 
had impoverished our State treasury, and, that improvident 
Legislation might well be apprehended from them. These sen- 
timents were condemned by a portion of the Legislature then 
assembled; but I flatter myself that they have been highly ap- 
proved by the people of the State. The published acts of 1841, 
do not contain the legislative will. About a dozen laws were 
passed during the session which were in eflect repealed by the 
approval of the revenue bill, at the close of the session. Among 
the laws thus repealed, may be enumerated, first, the act ex- 
empting the Chickasaw reservations from taxation, until five 
years after the approval of the sale by the President of the Uni- 
ted States : second, the act forbidding tax collectors to advertise 
their sales in a public gazette: third, that portion of the funding 
act forbidding the reception for taxes of the Auditor’s pay war- 
rants, issued previous to the first day of January, 1841, and nu- 
merous special acts for the relief of tax collectors, and the pun- 
ishment of defaulters. The result has been that different acts 
are regarded in various counties of the State, and continual ap- 
peals are made to the Executive to ascertain which statutes are 
to be respected. The high court of errors and appeals has deci- 
ded that the Chickasaw treaty vested a fee simple title in the 
Indians to the reservations allowed them by that treaty, and that 
the approval by the President, of the sale of such lands by the 
Indians, was a condition subsequent, and merely intended to se- 
cure to the Indians a fair compensation for their lands. The 
court also decided that the assignec of an Indian could recover 
by an ejectment suit, lands sold before the approval of tho sale 
by the President. A period of near nine years has elapsed since 
the ratification of the Chickasaw treaty, and justice surely re- 
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quires that all the Chickasaw reservations should be taxed. D 
no taxes are impósed on those lands until the President approves 


the sale, they may be forever exempt. 'The present owners of 
the land could withhold asking his consent for any period they 


may chose. A large portion of the finest lands in the Chickasaw- 
Purchase, are held by non-residents, who ask a high price for 
them, and will not sell until forced by the imposition of taxes. 
They are generally uncultivated, and if thrown into market at a 
fair price, would soon be occupied by an industrious people, 
able and ready to assist in advancing the wealth, population ` 
and resources of the State. The hardy pioneer who cuts his 
way in the pathless forest and erects his humble dwelling, has 
to bear the burthen of opening roads and building bridges. His 
labor brings the land of'the speculator into notice, and enhances 
its value. "The property of the latter should contribute to the 
improvements which add so much to its value. Public policy 
demands that suitable measures be taken to bring speedily into 
cultivation all the lands held by persons who do not intend to 
cultivate them. 

'The revenue law requires the assessors of each county in the 
State to give bond in the penal sum of ten thousand dollars. In 
a large majority of the counties this penalty is too great, and 
may prevent the office being filled. A bond in the penalty of 
half the amount of the tax collectors would be amply sufficient, 
The assessors and collectorsin four counties, resigned their offices 
last year, and assesment rolls have not been returned from those 
counties. It would be proper to clothe the Executive with pow- 
er to fill vacancies in the offices of assessors and collectors of 
taxes, in cases where the people fail or refuse to elect them. 

In former messages 1 have called the attention of the Legis- 
lature to various measures, which I deemed necessary, in order 
that our statutes may be made to conform to, and carry out the 
provisions of the revised constitution of the State. I deem it un- 

' necessary to repeat those suggestions, trusting that they will yet 
commend themselves to your favorable consideration. 

The twelfth segtion of the seventh article of the constitution 
provides, that “It shall be the duty of the Legislature to regu- 
late, by law, the cases in which deductions shall be made from 
salaries of publie officers, for neglect of duty in their official ca- 
pacity, and the amount of such deduction." This salutary in- 
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. junction, although repeatedly recommended to your favorable 
consideration, has always been disregarded. Those who neg- 
lect their official duties have no claims on the public treasury. 
The duties of many of our officers are for long -periods of time 
performed by deputies and clerks. If they are competent to, 
discharge such duties, they deserve the salaries drawn by their 
‘principals,—if undeserving, they are unfit to be entrusted with 
the management of such important offices. ‘The existing laws 
do not give the Execútive sufficient control over the Auditor of 
Public Accounts, State Treasurer, and Secretary of State. The 
constitution requires those officers to reside at the seat of govern- 
ment, and the laws do not authorize them to substitute clerks to 
discharge their appropriate duties. | They frequently absent 
themselves for long periods of time, without even notifying the 
Executive of their intentions. During their absence, the busi- 
ness of their offices is left in the charge of clerks, who neither 
give bonds nor take the oaths of office. Under such circum- 
stances, the public business - is often neglected, and the funds of 
the State endangered. The Legislature is clothed with ample 
power to remedy these defects in our legislation, and the public 
safety requires immediate action. The thirteenth section of the 
fifth article of the constitution provides that “ all vacancies not 
provided for in the constitution, shall be filled in such manner | 
as the Legislature may prescribe.” I therefore urge the pas- 
sage of a law authorizing the Executive to make provisional ap- 
pointments to fill vacancies occasioned by the absence or disa- 
‘bilities of the officers designated, and to give the salary to the 
person actually discharging the duties of the office. It is also 
deserving of your consideration, whether the Executive should 
not be clothed with the power of suspending such officers, in cer- 
tain cases, until the end of the next session of the Legislature. 
Under existing laws, the public offices may be closed, the State 
funds. wasted or embezzled, and no power can remove the cul- 
prits until regularly impeached. Experience has demonstrated 
the extreme difficulty of recovering on the bonds of public offi- 
cers; sureties that are entirely solvent when taken, become 
worthless or die in a few years. It appears by a report of a 
committee of the Legislature, made in the year 1839; that the 
former Auditor is indebted to the State in the sum of about fifty- 
four thousand dollars. Suit has been' pending on his bond for 
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nour threo years, Assistant counsel have beon employed by the 
State, but uo judgment has boon recovered. In the meantime 
. his sureties have become insolvent, and the whole dobt may bo 
considered lost. This oxtensive dofalcation was caused by the 
power unwisely given to the Auditor to collect tho sinking, 
seminary, three per cont, and town lot funda | havo repontodly 
urged your predocossors to chango and consolidate all tho laws 
in regard to the duties of the Auditor and Treasurer. The for- 
mer should not bo permitted in any case to receive money, aud 
tho latter should be deburred from auditing accounts, Both of- 
fices should bo kept entirely separate, and neither should bo 
pormitted to aid tho other in any contingency whatover. For 
a period of noar two years. tho Treasurer hag beon unable to 
cash the pay warrants of the Auditor, Ue has therefore in a 
measure cenaod to bea check upon the Auditor, I therefore 
deem it important that tho State Treaguror be required to accept 
and register the Auditors warrants, issued horonfter, before 
their delivery to the public creditor. 

The duties of the Auditor of Public Accounts aro more ardu- 
ous than those of any any other oflicer of the Government. A. 
lato law authorizes him to cancel, on certain conditions, tho 
sulos of tho lots in this city, mado by tho State. This duty re- 
quires tho service of an exporienced lawyer, and could more 
safely bo confided to the Attorney General, Tho Auditor 
should bo relioved of all control ovor tho threo per cent, semi- 
nary aud sinking funds, and the notes taken for town lots. 
Payments made on account of such funda, should always bo to 
the Treasurer, ou the receipt warrant of the Auditor. 

"l'ho exisiting system relativo to the collection of money duo 
by defüulters is radically defective. — Experienco has demonstra- 
ted that but little is paid into the State Treasury on such claims. 
Tho law authorizes the district attorneys to call up and try 
such cases whenover thoy nre prepared; yet they are permitted 
to slumber on tho docket, until the parties to the bond become 
insolvent. Many thousand dollars are annually lost to tho 
Stato by delays and failures in tho prosecution of suits against 
defnultors, 

The tenth section of the seventh article of the constitution, 
prescribes that “the Legislature shall direct, by law, in what 
manner, and in what courts, suits may bo brought against the 
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Stato” It is believed that this clauso was insorted in the con- 
stitution, in order that tho Stato might bo mado a dofendant to 
chancery suits arising out of cases whoroin lands sold by the 
State to individuals, was in dispute, and the State was supposed 
to have an interest therein. It nevor was intended by tho fra- . 
mers of the constitution that every ptblic creditor should be 
permitted to harrass the Stato at pleasure, by vexatious suits. 
It will be perceived that the section quoted docs not authorize 
exccutiona to bo issued against the State. 

On the 15th day of February, 1888, tho Legislature oor an 
act authorizing any one having a claim against the State, to filo 
a bill in the superior court of chancory against tho Stato, and 
directing issues to be mado up to try the facts. Tho act fur- 
thor prescribes that when a final decree shall bo mado in 
favor of the complainant, that an exemplified record thereof 
shall bo filed in the office of the Socretary of State; und the 
Governor having due notice thereof, shall issue his mandate to 
the Auditor of Public Accounts, to draw his order on the Trea- 
surer for the amount of such sum and costs, so decreed to be paid 
by the State. Tho clauso quoted is clearly unconstitutional, 
for it contravenes tho 7th soction of tho Tth article of the con- 
stitution, which proscribes that “ no money shall bo drawn from ` 
the ‘Treasury, but in consequence of an appropriation made nv 
Law.” This clauso is in tho very language of a clause in 
the Constitution of the United States, and of several states of 
this Union. Tho government of the United States, and of 
tho States referred to, have always mado special appropriations 
to pay all claims deemed just, although the amount thereof 
was fixed by law, No officer of those governments can 
draw his salary until the amount is appropriated ny raw. 
This practice is in strict cenformity with t principles 
of republican government, and is imperatively demanded by tho 
letter of our constitution. It is to be regrotted that periodical 
appropriations havo not always been made in this State. ‘Tho 
Legislature is entrusted with the purac strings of the pooplt.— 
Revenue and appropriation bills, can alone originate in the 
House of Ropresontitives ; they may be amended in the Senate, 
but require Executive sanction, or a majority uf two-thirds of 
otch“branch of the Legislature before: they become laws, The 
people have not entrusted to any court the power of compelling 
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their representatives to raiso money or appropriate it to-any 
purpose whatever. Neither the judgmont of a court, nor the 
decree of a chancellor can bo obligatory on the Legislature. 
The grounds and justice of such judgments and decreos are 
proper subjects of enquiry, and should be severely scrutinized, 
when appropriations aro requested. On genoral principles, a 
government canuot bo sued without its consent, and no execus 
tion can bo sued ont against a sovoreiguty. Even in cased where 
an act of Congress has provided that a suit might be instituted 
against the government of tho United States, to sottlo a disputed 
claim, it has beon held that Congress was not bound by tho 
judgmont of the court, to make an appropriation to pay the 
claim. Tach departinont of the government is ontitlod to ro- 
spect while acting in its appropriate sphore. "I'ho ropresonta- 
tives of tho people would bo recreant to thoir trust, if they per- 
mit the judgment of the court to influence them in raising taxes 
and appropriating the same. These suggestions have been 
called forth by a knowledgo of tho fact that sevoral suits for 
large amounts aro now pending in tho suporior court of chan- 
cery aguinst the State, growing out'of contracts in relation to 
tho public buildings ; and that other suits, for still larger sums, 
will probably be soon instituted by tho holders of certain bonds, 
heretofore issued to the Planters’ Bank of the Stato of Missis- 
sippi, and Mississippi Union Bank. i 
In accordance with tho third section of tho act supplomentąl 
to tho chartor of tho Planters’ Bank, approved December 16th, 
1930, five hundred Stato bonds, of ono thousand dollars cach, 
were issued in 1831, and sold in New York, by three commis- 
' nora appointed by tho Governor of this State. ‘Those bonds ' 
Ges mado payable to, and endorsed by Samuel Gustin, Esq., 
one of the commissioners. The principal and interest was made 
payable at the Phoonix Bank of Now York. An act amonda- 
tory to the charter of the Planters’ Bank, approved February 
5th, 1833, authorized tho issuing of one million five hundred 
thovsund dollars in Stato bonds, which were sold in Now York. 
that year, by agents appointed by the Planters’ Bank, and made 
payable to John Dolafield, at the Phonix Bank of New York, 
and by him endorsed. With the proceeds of the bonda thug ne- 
gotinted, the State took two millions of stock im the Planters’ 
Bank. The eleventh section of the charter of the bank pro- 
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vides, * that if the dividend arising from the stock subscribed for’ 

by the State, as heroin specified, shall be insufficient to meet the 

interest accruing on tho said bonds, and the payment and ex- 
tinguishment thereof, when the same shall become due, the said 

Bank shall supply such deficiency, and charge the same to the 

account of the State of Mississippi, and for the payment thercof, 

the faith of the Stato is hereby pledged.” This section has been 
repealed by the act transferring the stock to the Mississippi 

Rail Rond company. I have been unable to ascertain tho terms 

on which the Planters’ Bank bonds were sold, or the funds in 

which payment for them were made. The following is believed 
to be an accurate description of the bonds: 

“Loan of $500,000, bonds, 81000 each, dated July 1, 1831.

Interest payable semi-annually at the Phanix Bank, New 
York, at six per cent per anmum, in dollars'curreht money of 
the United States.” : 

A careful examination of tho charter of the Planters’ Bank 
will demonstrato that that institution is not hound, (and never 
has been) for cither tho principal or interest of the bonds. The 
Mississippi Rail Road company has obligated itself to pay the 
interest of tho bonds, and all the instalments except the two first. 
It is confidently believed that tho company never will be able to 
comply with its contract with tho Stato. By reference to the 
documents sent in with my annual messages in 1840, and 1841, 
“and the account current of the Bank of the United States hero- 
with transmitted, it will bo seen that the sum of one hundred 
and sixty-six thousand seven hundred and ninety-two dollars and 
twenty-two cents, is claimed of the State for advances of inte- 
rest and charges on account of the interest duo on the Planters’ 
Bank bends up to the 25th of March, 1841. Sinco that period 
no interest has been paid on those bonds. It appears that ex- 
change at from 8 to 83 por cent, has been clíarged by the hank 
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for paying the interest in London in sterling money of Great 
Britain. I cannot find that any authority has been given: by 
this State or the Planters’ Bank to change the place of payment 

` of those bonds, or the currency in which they were made paya- 
ble. 'The following extract from a letter from the last president 
of the Bank of the United States, dated March 25th, 1841, con- 
toins the only explanation (which is far from satisfactory I have 
been enabled to obtain on the subject. The extract referred to 
is as follows: ‘I notice your Excellency's remarks in relation 
to the payment of the interest in London instead of New York. 
I am not aware of the cause or the change of place, but pre- 
sume it was made by some arrangement between the Pheonix 
Bank, New York, and Thomas Wilson & Co., London, or some 
other representatives of the English holders of the bonds, to 
which the State of Mississippi may or may not have been a par- 
ty. The change of place of payment of the interest, does not, 
however, increase in any way the amount which the State of 
Mississippi would have to furnish for the payment of her inte- 
rest in New York, provided she would make provision for the 
same at the time the interest became due. It will be scen that 
the rate of exchange at which the dollars are converted into 
pounds, is the same as that at which the pounds are converted 
into dollars, in the account furnished by this bank. The extra 
in Baring, Brothers & Co's. account, paid by this bank, is for 
commissions for advancing, &c., and for interest on the money 
advanced.” 

In pursuance of the requisitions of the act supplementary to 
the charter of the Mississippi Union Bank, two thousand five 
hundred State bonds, for the sum of two thousand dollars each, 
were executed in June, 1838, and delivered to the managers of 
the Mississippi Union Bank. “Twelve hundred and fifty thou- 
sand dollars were made payable in twelve years, and three mil- 
lion, seven hundred and fifty thousand dollars in twenty years 
from the fifth day of February, 1838. The bonds were made 
payable in dollars, current money of the United States, bearing 
interest at the rate of five per cent per annum, payable semi-gn- 
nually at the place stipulated in the endorsement thereon. The: 
interest on those bonds has not been paid during the past year. 
The Mississippi Union Bank will not be able hereafter to"pay 
any portion of the interest or principal of those bonds. I trans- 
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iit herewith, numerous letters from the ‘holders of the bonds is- 
suéd in 1631 and 1833, and sold by the Planters’ Bank, and 
from the holders of those issued in 1838, and.disposed of in Au- « 
gust, 1838, by the Mississippi Union Bank; also a copy of my 
letter to Messrs. Hope & Co., of Amsterdam, Holland. A copy 
of that letter was sent to each of the holders of the Mississippi 
State bonds, who had addressed me on the subject of their re- 
spective claims. I have heretofore communicated to your pre- 
decessors all the documents in my possession relative to those 
bonds and the terms of their sale. I also avowed my. belief that 
the State is not bound for the redemption f the bonds issued in 
1838. The letter referred to, will place you in full possession of 
the grounds on which I have deemed it my duty to advise the’ 
bond'holders, that this State never will pay the-five millions of ` 
dollars in State bonds delivered to the Mississippi Union Bank, 
or any part of the interest due or to become due thereon. An 
appeal has been made to the sovereign people of the State, on 
this question; and their verdict, from which no appeal can be 
taken, has triumphantly sustained the principles for which I 
have long contended. No power can compel them to pay a de- 
mand which they know to be unjust. This result has gloriously 
sustained the sacred truth, that the toiling million never should 
be burthened with taxes to support the idle few. Our constitu- 
ents have wisely resolved that the highest obligations of honor, 
faith and justice, demand of us a strict adherence to the consti- 
tution, and that the laws of the land cannot be set at defiance. 
Whenever a different principle shall prevail, and the doctrine 
be firmly established, that any agent of the people or corpora- 
tion, can, in violation of law, burthen unbarn generations with 
onerous debts—freedom will no longer exist, and our star will 
be blotted forever from the constellation of republican States. 
You, gentlemen, have a highly responsible duty to perform. Idle 
resolutions and faithless promises will neither satisfy the holders 
of the bonds in dispute, nor the people of the State. It is prob- 
able that all the facts in regard to the sale of the bonds delivered 
to the Planters’ and Union Banks, have not come to light. 
you are.clothed with power to send for persons and papers, and 
to examine witnesses on oath. I therefore earnestly recommend 
a searching enquiry into all the facts connected with the sale of 
the bonds. For this purpose it may be necessary to examine, on 


22 


oath, the commissioners charged with: the sale of five hundred 
thousand dollars in State bonds, in 1831; those charged with 
the sale of one million five hundred thousand dollars, in 1833; 
as also the commissioners charged with the sale of the five mil- 
lions of dollars in State bonds, in 1838. It may. be found adyi- 
sable to extend your enquiries farther, and to examine the offi- 
cers of the Planters’ and Union Banks, who were in office at 
the periods designated. Every paper connected with the nego- 
tiation and sale of those bonds, and showing the manner in 
which payments therefor were made, and the particular funds 
received, should be hunted up and published. The facts, if 
condensed into a report, and published, will prove that Missis-. 
sippi stands fully justified in the stand she has taken, and that 
her faith, justice, honor, dignity and glory remain untarnished. 
Five millions of dollars in State bonds, were executed and 
delivered to the Mississippi Union Bank, in the fall of 1839. 
An attempt was made to dispose of those bonds also, which most 
fortunately failed. An enquiry into the instructions given to the 
agent charged with the negotiation of those bonds might throw 
some light on the manner in which State stocks have been shuf- 
fled off. I trust that at an early day that part of the charter of 
“the Mississippi Union Bank, authoriziñg the issuance and sale 
of ten and a half millions of dollars in State bonds, remaining 
unsold will be repealed, and that the five millions now in the 
vaults of the Mississippi Union Bank, be recalled and cancelled. 
In order that suits against the State, as well as those in her favor, 
may be speedily tried, I most respectfully urge the establishment of 
an Inferior Court of Civil Jurisdiction, clothed with power to try all 
causes in favor of the State, or any officer of the Government, a- 
gainst all defaulters and other persons indebted to the State on any 
account whatsoever. Provision should be made for the removal of 
all such suits now pending in the Chancery and Circuit Courts to 
the Revenue Court. ‘That court also, should be given the power of 
trying such suits against the State asare contemplated in the Con- 
stitution. The right of appeal to the High Court of Errors and 
Appeals in all such cases, is guaranteed by the Constitution. Ifthis 
court is established, the jurisdiction given by law to the Superio 
Court of Chancery in cases against the State, should be taken a: 
way, The other duties of the Chancellor are greater than any per. 
son can possibly perform, and the business in his court is rapidly in 
creasing. — ltis ofthe utmost importance that the law authorizing 
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the Auditor to issue.his warrants in favor of a Judgment Creditor of 
the State, be repealed, and that he be prohibited, under suitable pen- 
alties;from i issuing a warrant in such cases, unless the amount is 
specially appropriated by the Legislature. The judge of the con- 
templated court can either be appointed for a limited périod by the 
Governor of the State, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, or elected by the two Houseson joint ballot. There is 
nothing in the constitution requiring such an officer to be elected by 
the People, and I feel quite confident that they do not desire tho 
election of persons to fill offices created by law. 
_ + The eleventh amendment to the Constitution of the United States 
provides that “The Judicial power of the United States, shall not be 
construed to extend to any suit in law or equity, commenced or 
prosecuted against one of the United States by citizens of another 
State, or by citizens or subjects of any foreign State? ` In no pos- 
sible contingency can a-suit against the State, be instituted in, or ta- 
ken to any court of the United States, by a citizen of any State of 
this Union, or by citizens or subjects of any foreign State. The 
consent of this State could not give jurisdiction to any of the Fede- 
ral Courts, in suits against the State. ‘The question has been long 
settled, that the consent of parties cannot give jurisdiction to any 
Judicial Tribunal. The Constitution has not clothed the Legisla- 
turo with the power of submitting claims against the Stato to arbi- 
tration. Ifthe Legislature shall ever determine that the Bonds de- 
liveted to the Mississippi Union Bank in June 1838, should be 
paid, notwithstanding the illegality of the sale—their proper course 
will be to pass a law providing for their redemption as required by 
the ninth section of the seventh article of the Constitution—to submit 
and publish the same, in order that a succeeding Legislature may a- 
gree to and pass Such law, or disagree to the same if they deem it un- 
wise, unjust, inexpedient or. unconstitutional, 

In accordance with my request, the Chancellor of the State, has giv- 
en me his viewsas tothe propriety of establishing a vice Chancellor's 
Court. and in regard to the constitutionality and expediency of the 
` same. His letter is herewith transmitted and deserves your most fa- 
vorable consideration. I have always concurred with the Chancellor 
on the questions discussed in his letter. He truly remarks that “The 
business ofthe Chancery Court has increased and is increasing to 
an extent unparalleled in this State, whilst the business of all the 
other courts 1s diminishing in an inverse ratio. It seems, now to 
be universally admitted that the labors of one man will be wholly 
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inadequate to the discharge of the equity docket ofthe State, — It i$ 
a little remarkable that whilst the other branches of Judicial labor ' 
aro distributed out among numerous Judges, that it should be ex- 
pected that the whole Chancery business of the State, could be done 
by one Judge. My opinion is that one Vice Chancellor's district 
for the Northern part of the State, will:be sufficient, if they leave the 
court always open at this point, so that I can sit at all times when 
business demands it^ The numerous fraudulent conveyances of 
property—tho immense amount of property mortgaged, and the mul- 
titude of trusts, growing out of the pressure of the times, must cause 
the business in the Chancery Court to increase for many years. 
The fourteenth section of the Bill of Rights, declares. “That-all 
Courts shall be open, and every person, for an injury done him in 
his lands, goods, person or reputation, shall have remedy by due 
course of law, and right and justice administered without sale, de- 
nial or delay.” I therefore urge the establishment of a Vice Chan- 
cellor’s Court in the Northern part of the State clothed in that terri- 
‘tory with jurisdiction concurrent with that of the Superior Court of 
Chancery. Appeals and Writs of Error from that Court, should bo 
allowed to be taken directly tothe High Court of Errors and Appeals. 
The Constitution does not require such cases to bo taken to the 
Chancellor. By making the jurisdiction of the proposed Court 
concurrent with the Superior Court of Chancery, cases in which 
either the Chancellor or Vice Chancellor may be interested could be 
transferred and speedily determined. Parties in the Northern Dis- 
trict could also institute their suits in the Court at this place, if they 
should prefer that course. 

I transmit herewith tho Report of the State Treasurer and Audi- 
tor of Public Accounts to me:

The two latter sums ato included i in the receipts into the Treasu- 

ry. Those fundsare specially pledged and will have to be returned 

by the State, The Taxes payable the present year will be amply 
sufficient to redeem the Warrants issued since the first of January, 

1841, and unredeemed, and to support the Government the present 

year. This result is truly gratifying. It will enable tha State to 

discharge her just obligations in par funds. The holders of the 


Warrants issued prior to the first of January 1841, will no doubt `` 


place them all on interest, and the existing rate of taxation will ena- 
ble the State to pay them at maturity. 

I transmit herewith, a general statement of the affairsof the Plan- 
ters’ Bank, with sundry exhibits furnished by the Cashier of that 
institution :

On the 31st of January, 1839, 1 sent to the Legislature a special 
message and sundry documents, in relation to the three first instal- 
ments of the Surplus Revenue (amounting to $382,335 30) received 
by the State Treasurer in 1837 and deposited in the-Planters’ Bank. 
I respectfully call your especial attention to thoso documents and 
urge an enquiry in regard to the particular species of funds depos- 
ited by the Treasurer and paid out by the Planters’ Bank. Should 
it be ascertained that the Planters’ Bank has paid out more paper of 
the Brandon Bank to the State, than it received on deposite, suit 
should be forthwith instituted against the Bank forthe deficit caused 
by the fraudulent acts of her officers. The message and documents 
referred to, are to be found at pages 116 to 130 ofthe House Jour- 
nals of 1839, also present to your consideration the account cur- 
rent of the Treasurer of the State of Mississippi with the Planters’ 
Bank at Natchez. An investigation in regard to this account will 
probably show that large sums have been drawn on the chetks of 
the Treasurer, by persons not public creditos, who have given 
Brandon money for said checks. Should this fact be established, 
suit can be ordered against the persons who have thus improperly 
obtained the public money. 

In pursuance of the act approved February 13th, 1840, I appoint- 
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ed James N. Harper and Morgan McAfee, Commissioners to cori 
tract-for the clearing out the Cold Water River and superintending 
the improvementthereof. Their report and account and the con- 
tract with Wiley B. Cassity, are herewith submitted. The priceagreed 
to be paid for the work is twenty-two hundred and sixty-four dollars, 
The amount charged by the Commissioners for their services and 
advances, isthree hundred and fifty-six dollars and seventy-five cents. 
The Three Per Cent Fund received by the State previous to the 
year 1836, is chargeable with those expenditures. The amount 
credited to the Fund in the -Planters’ Bank, cannot be realized ex- 
cept in the paper of the Bank, which is now selling at about seven- 
ty cents to the dollar. The Commissioners ‘certify that the Con- 
tractor has fully and faithfully discharged his duty and is entitled to 
high encomiums for his fidelity as a public contractor.’ He re- 
ports to me that he has lost money by the contract. Under these 
circumstances it would be manifest injustice to pay him for his labor 
in depreciated currency. I therefore suggest the propriety of grant- 
ing him relief and authorizing the Three Per Cent Fund on de- 
posite in the Planters’ Bank to be withdrawn and his account paid, 
allowing him adiscount on the money. The same measure of 
justice should be extended to the Commissioners. 

I have the honor to submit to your consideration certain Resolu- 
tions of the General Assemblies of the Commonwealths of Massa- 
chusetts, of Rhode Island and Providence Plantations,—of the 
States of Indiana, of New York, and Pennsylvania, relative to the 
Public Lands. Resolutions of the States of Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, Indiana and Kentucky, in regard to the re-eligibility of the 
President ofthe United States. Resolutions of the States of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island, in favor of a Protective Tariff. Reso- 
lutions of the State of Massachusetts in regard to the North East- 
ern Boundary. Resolutions of the Legislature of Indiana 
in opposition to a Sub-Treasury, and in favor of the election of 
Electors for President and Vice President on the same day through- 
out the United States. A joint Resolution ofthe General Assem- 
bly ofthe State of Alabama, relative to the Reports of the Supreme 
Court of that State; and also a petition of the Historical Society of 
the State of New York, anda letter from the New York Institution 
for the Blind.‘ These documents will, I feel assured, receive an 
attentive consideration by the Legislature of this State. These Res- 
olutions were transmitted to this State, with a view of eliciting an 
expression of opinion by the Legislature of SE in regard to 
the important questions embraced therein. 
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In.aecordarice with the request of his Excellency, the Governor 
of Alabania, Therewith transmit-the copy-of an act. passed by the 
"Legislature of that Stats in relation to Big Beár Creek in Franklin 
County. The passage ofa similar act in- relation to said Water 
Course, is requested ofthis State by the Btate of Alabama. 

- In my last annual Message, I called the attention of the Legisla- , 
ture to the subject of frauds in the packing of Cotton, and recom- 
mended suitable legislation to prevent such practices. I have late- 
ly received a letter from R. G. Beasley, Esq. the American Consul 
at Havre, in France, covering a memorial ofthe Chamber of Com- 
merce of that city, complaining of “the numerous frauds which, for 
several years, but principally this year, have been met with in the 
Cotton arriving from divers ports in the United States, particularly 
inthat from New Orleans, which every day furnishes new and griev- 
ous examples.” These documents are submitted to your conside- 
ration, and I trust that-suitable measures will speedily be adopted to 
prevent the gross frauds alledged to have been committed in the 
packing of Cotton growed in this State. 

The annual Report of the Commissioner of Public Buildings, is 
herewith transmitted. He states that “On entering upon the dis- 
charge of the duties of Commissioner, 1 found the Governor’s 
House in a;ruinous condition and have taken steps to finish said 
House by contracting with some workmen who were in debt to the 
State for Town Lots, and others to do other parts of the work and 
rely on the Legislature for pay. .R. Clark, it seems, had partially 
contracted to do the Carpenter's work on the Governor's House in 
1840, though he did not consummate his contract with the contrac- 
tor. Ifound him going on with the work, and there being no appro- 
priations for the building, Idid not consummate the contract. He 
has, however, gone on and has done the work well, confident that 
the Legislature would compensate him. All of which contracisand 
bonds will be found recorded and filed in their proper places.” A 
statute. of this State authorizes the Executive, to have the notes ta- 
ken for Town Lots discounted by any Bank in the State, and ap- 
propriate the same tothe Public Buildings. | No Bank in this 
State was either willing or able to discount any portion of those 
notes, during the past. year. _ The Architect has been enabled to 
purchase a large amount of materials and get some work done, to 
be paidin those notes. The Lots were sold ata very high price 
and the purchasers were generally unable to make their payments. * 
Under these circumstances, I feel confident that the arrangement 
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will meet with the approbation ofthe Legislature. In order ta pro- 
cure the glass, paints, and some other articles, I had to become re- 
sponsible to Morris Emanuel, for their payment in par funds, du- - 
ring your present session. The work could not have progressed 
without thoso articles. I request an appropriation to pay his ac: 
count,

The institution has been a heavy charge on the ris 
The convicts have been principally employed in building a sub- 
stantial high wall around the Prison and improving the grounds. 


"This work i is now finished, Many of the Pri isonors have learned 


trades, and their labor hereafter will be more profitable. Their 
number also is annually increasing without adding much to the 
expenses of the establishment. Hereafter payments for supplies 
and materials will be made in per funds. All these circumstan- 
ces will tend greatly to increase the profits of the institution, and 
in a short timo will prevent its being a charge on the Treasury. 
The expense of conveying Prisoners to this place and keeping 
and guarding them, during the period their causes are-pending 
in the High Court of Errors and Appeals, is a heavy charge on 
the State Treasury. Ina few weeks a suitable prison could be 
erected on the Penitentiary grounds by the convicts, where such * 
persons could bo safely kept at a small expense. 
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Y submit for your action “An act to appropriate the proceeds 
of the sales of Public Lands and to grant Preemption Rights,” 
passed by the Congress of the.United States, September 4th, 
1841. The first section of the act allows to be paid to this State 
“ten per centum upon the nett proceeds of the sales of the Pub- 
lic Lands,” made within her limits aftet the 31st of December, 
1841—exclusive of the five per cent guaranteed by the compact, 
entered into between the United States and this State upon her 
admission into the Union. Tho second section provides that af: 
ter certain enumerated deductions, the residue of the nett pro- 
ceeds “of all the Public Lands of the United States, wherever 
situated, which shall be sold subsequent to the: 81st of Decem- 
ber, shall be divided among the twenty-six States of the Union, 
and the District of Columbia, and the Territories of Wisconsin, 
Iowa, and orida, according to their respective federal repre- 
sentative population, as ascertained by the last census, to be ap- 
plied by the Legislatures of said States, to such purposes as the 
said Legislatures may direct.” The act further provides that 
such distribution shall be suspended during the continuance of 
any War, and during the period that the duty imposed on any 
article of import shall exceed twenty per cent on the value there- 
of. Jtis truly most extraordinary that. Congress should have 
thus distributed the proceeds of the Public Lands at a period 
when the National Treasury was empty, and the Government 
compelled to borrow twelve millions of dollars to meet the cur- 
rent demands uponthe Treasury. The result will be that a 
great National Debt will be fixed upon the country in a time of 
peace. This measure will tend to place the States in tho atti- 
tude of suppliants to a Government of their own creation, The 
amount distributed will not average three millions of dollars per 
annum. ‘This State will not annually receive more than forty- 
eight thousand dollars. The increased duties on imports, caused 
hy diverting the proceeds of the public lands from the National 
Treasury, will fall principally on the Southern States. The 
growers of Cotton, Tobacco, and Rico, will have to bear the 
burthen, 'l'he new States have a meritorious claim on the Pub- 
lic Lands remaining unseld in their borders. * I trust they will 
insist upon their rights. Under these circumstances it becomes 
you to consider whether it is not proper for you tô instruct our 
delegation in Congress to use all their efforts to procure a repeal

of that portion of the act referred to, which authorizes the nett 
proceeds of the Public Lands to be distributed. The act also 
provides for granting pre-emption rights to settlers on the public 
lands, and has a prospective operation. This portion of it is cer? 
tainly cémmendable, and establishes a principle which will en- 
sure all the occupants a home and rapidly advance the resour- 
ces of this State. The 8th and 9th sections of the act grant-to 
this State five hundred thousand acres of land to be selected in 
such manner as the Legislature may direct and “applied to ob- 
jects of Internal Improvement within this State, namely: Roads, 
Railways, Bridges, Canals, and improvement of water courses 
and draining swamps.” Itis important that provision be im- 
mediately made for selecting those lands. The extreme scarci- 
ty of money and the low price of real estate would seem to for- 
bid their being forced into market at present. The sad experi- 
ence of the United States, as well as this State, admonish us that 
they should not be sold on a credit. 

‘The sixteenth section of the Distribution act, relinquishes to this 
State “the two per cent of the nett proceeds of the lands sold, or 
that hereafter may be sold by the United States in the State of Mis- 
sissippi, since the first day of December, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and seventeen,” provided, “that the Legislature of said State 
shall first pass an act, declaring their acceptance of said relin- 
quishment in full, of said fund, accrued and accruing, and also em- 
bracing a provision, to be unalterable without the consent of Con- 
gress, that the whole of said two per cent fund shall be faithfull 
applied to the construction of a a rail-road, leading from Brandon, 
in the State of Mississippi, to the Eastern boundary of said State, 
in the direction, as near as may be, of the towns of Selma, Ca- 
hawba and Montgomery, inthe State of Alabama.” 

You will no doubt speedily pass an act inaccordance with this 
proviso. The amount standing to the credit of the two per cent. 
fund, onthe books of the Treasurer of the United States, now 
amountsto four or five hundred thousand dollars. I have called on 
the Secretary of the Treasury for an exact statement of theamount 
of the fund, and expect to receive his reply in a few days. This 
fund, judiciously applied in time, will make the contemplated, road. 
The money could not under existing circumstances, be safely ex- 
pended under contracts--one half the-amount of the fund expended 
in the purchase of slaves would enable the State soon to make all 
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necessary excavations and build the bridges. A portion ofthe slaves 
might then be sold, and their proceeds invested in the purchase of 
rail-road iron. A glance at the map of the United States will 
convince you of the vast importance of the coutemplated road, and 
I feel assurcd that all proper precautions will be taken by the Legis- 
lature to insure the faithful and proper application of the fund. 

I lay before you a letter fromthe commissioner of the General 
Land Office, and my reply thereto. He advises me “that the three. 
per cent fund account of the State of Mississippi, has been adjusted 
up tothe 31st December, 1839, and a balance of sixteen thousand 
one hundred and twenty-three dollars found to be due the State on 
thatday.”” It will be your duty to designate who shall draw that 
sum, and to appropriate it toroads and canals within the State. I 
have written to the Secretary of the Treasury for a full statement 
of all the moneys drawn on account of that fund, and for the amount 
which has accrued since the 31st December, 1839.

5. A list of the stockholders of the bank and the amount of 
shares allowed to each. 

6. A list of the stockholders released. 

7. A statement of the salaries of the officers of the bank, exclu- 
sive of the assignees. :

j We would add that when we shall have obtained full and com- 
plete possession ofall the assets of the bank, we shall be better en- 
abled tojudge of the condition of the institution, and afford you a 
more accurate and satisfactory report,” 

This may be considered ominous of the great losses which the 
institution has sustained. With good management the bank may 
possibly, under favorable circumstances, be enabled, at a day far 
distant, to take up all her circulation. The proceeds of five mil- 
lions of dollars in State Bonds, disposed of in 1838, were all wasted 
in less than-eighteen months after the Bank commenced discount- 
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ing in;September in'1838. Near a million of dollars had been lost 
by advünciüg.en cotton alone. The deed of assignment con- 
tains the following clause: “Provided, also, that ifthe Legislature is 
` dissatisfied with the terms of this'assignment and wish tó take said 
institution into its own hands to wind it up, it may dp së upon eon- 
dition that it releases the individual stockholders from alltiability to 
Said State, ¿hd assutnés fhe | paymeht öf’ the debts of the institution, 
in Which case, when said assumption is‘legally made, and. release 
given, “tis assignment ie'to cease and be void— provided, however, 
that all the act of thêshidassignees done in pursuance of this as. 
signment, befere such release’ and assumption is legally made, shall 
bo valid and have full force; and in the event that such act of release 
and sxsümption is legally passed, it shall be the duty of the above 
_ named assignees, tá delivér-oter-all the: books, papers, notes, Ze, 
and copies of the-books kept by themselves, to such person or per- 
sons as.the Legislature may designata, and shall make sëch. con- 
veyance of the property às. may be deemed necessary: provided, 
any trusts or contracts heretoforemade by the directory, shall ye- 
main valid and effectual, both jin faw' and equity.” * 

L cannot beliéve that the Legislature of this State will ever have 
the folly toassume the management of the bank on sach terms, 
Such an act would fix an annual charge on “the Treasury of the 
State, of about one hundred thousand dollars for a period of more 
than ten years. The people never will bear the burden. If the 
State undertakes to close the affairs ofthe bank, on terms different 
from those specified—a tedious and expensive lawsuit would be ne- 
cessary in order tosetaside the trust; in the mean time, the remaining 
assets of the bank would be wasted. This institution has always de- 
fied legislative control. Now that it is utterly insolvent, it desires 
the State to come to itsaid. The courts of the country are always 
open. Letthose interested seek their aid and abide the consequen- 
ces. An attempt may be made to release the stockholders of the 
bank. If they are bound, no legislative act can release them. If 
they are not bound to the creditors of the bank and the bond-holders, 
no action of the Legislature can make them liable. Under existing 
circumstances, it is proper for this State to let the parties interested 
in the Mississippi Union Bank, resort to the courts of the State to 
settle their business, and bear the burthen of the suits growing out 
of their litigation. The State is not to be found among the list of 
stockholders reported by the bank. No certificate of stock has 

S—3 ` 
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ever been teridered by the directors of that institution to the Exeeu- 
tive. If the assignees of the bank abuse their trust, the Superior 
Court of Chancery has full power to displace them and appoint re- 
ceivers to take charge of the asscts of the institution.

I now transinit an account, showing the further geen by this 
Bank of the interest due on the bonds of the State of Mississippi; 
amounting, together with previous payments, to the sum of $166,- 
792 22; the reimbursement of which will be particularly accepta- 
ble to the Bank at this time. 

I notice your Excellency’s remarks in relation to the payment of 
the interest in London instead of in New York. I am not aware of 
the cause of the change of place, but presume it was made by some 
arrangement between the Phesnix Bank, New York, and Thomas 


Bank or THE U. STATES, 
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Wilson & Co. London, or some other representative of the English 
holders of the bonds, to which the State of Mississippi may, or may 
not have been a party. The change of place of payment of the in- 
terest does not, however, increase in any way the amount which the ` 
State of Mississippi would have to furnish for the payment of her 
interest in New York, provided she would make provision for the 
same at the time the interest became due. It will be seen that the 

rate of exchange at which thé dollars are converted into pounds, is 
the same as that at which the:pounds are Converted into dollars, in 
the accounts furnished by this Bank. The extra charge in Baring, 
Brothers & Co’s. account, paid by this Bank, is for commissions on 
advancing, and for interest on the money advanced. 

The only information I have in relation to the maturity of the 
bonds of the State of Mississippi, is that which was obtained from 
the Phoenix Bank, New York, and which I communicated to your 
Excellency in my respects of the 17th of October last.

Srr:—I have received from the Executive Department of the 
State of Mississippi, a copy of a letter addressed by your Excel- 
lency to the Messrs. Hopes of Amsterdam, denying the obliga- 
tion of the State to provide for the bonds issued to the Union 
Bank of Mississippi. 

The interest which, as a Native American, I feel in preserving 
inviolate the faith of each and every State, and the frequent oc- 
casions which a residence of more than two years past in Europe, 
has affordéd me of learning the views of her capitalists, induces 
me to make a few remarks in reference to the positions assumed 
by your Excellency in the letter to which I have alluded. 

In Europe, our several States are regarded as one nation, sub- 
ject to a coninion code of moral, as well as legal obligations, and 
the depártute of any one from its well defined line would be con- 
sidered as a breach of the entire national faith. Hence the de- 
sire which would be felt throughout the Union, that before any 
arguments are adduced to justify an act so solemn as the repudi- 
ation’ of a State debt, i&should be well ascertained to be capable 
of undergoing the severest scrutiny, as well abroad as at home— 
for reputation, either national or individual, is of little value, if * 
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confined to the judgment of those who entertain it merely as a- 
boast, while they impair its best understood attributes. 

If I understand the ground taken by your Excellency, the ob- 
ligation on the part of the State to pay the interest and princi- 
pal of these bonds, would not have béen questioned, but for cer- 
tain conditions entered into between the Union Bank, as vend- 
ers, and Mr. Biddle, as purchaser, stipulating for their payment 
in London, at 4s. and 6d. sterling te the dollar, oy in other words, 
contractors to pay $4 85-100, at a future day, for 84 44-100, 
now received, and in like ratio for every instalment of interest. 

Your Excellency appears to have forgotten that a contingency 
might arise, and js very likely to arise long before the maturity 
of these bonds, when the obligation to discharge the principal in 
London, instead of the United States, may prove of great advan- 
tage to the obligors. 

For twenty years the notes of the Bank of England were at a 
discount of from twenty to thirty percentbelow the specie stand- 
ard of that county, yet all the while constituting a legal tender 
in payment of debts, and many merchants are now living in this 
country, who have negotiated bills on England at from twenty 
to twenty-five per cent discount, instead of eight to ten per cent 
premium, as at present. 

In 1839, the Bank of England was again on the brink of sus- 
pension, and was saved only by a loan made by the Bank of 
France. A continental war would, beyond a doubt, produce 
that result, and as the principal of your State debt does not be- 
come due until some twenty years hence, the chances are great- 
ly in favor of a revival of the paper currency of England—and 
then I would ask, whether onthe fluctuating scale of profitable 
nutrality, the privilege of paying thedebt in England, instead of this 
country, would not be deemed of great advantage to your State. As 
an evidence of how little additional value is imparted in making the 
bonds payable abroad, I would refer your Excellency to the fact 
that the sterling bonds of Indiana may, atthis moment, be purchased 
about as low as the dollar bonds, and many of the shrewdest inves- 
ters in Europe, consider the latter as the preferable object of pur- 
chase for the reasons I have just stated. 

Another alledged urged by your Excellency is, that these bonds 
were sold on a credit, and payable by instalments, — So far as the 
State however, is concerned, I should doubt the validity of this ar- 
gument, since the whole were paid for long before the Btate was ap- 
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pealed to by the holders, and consequently no loss of interest on the 
deferred instalments was sustained by her, but on the contrary one 
or more instalments of the interest due oh these bonds, were pro- 
vided by the United States Bank, for the credit of your State. 

My memory, however, leads me to recollect and to comment on 
an argument urged by your Exeellency, that these deductions of 
the premium of exchange and interest on the deferred instalments, 
have essentially interferred with the profits ofthe Bank, and there- 
by diminished the ability of the institution to lay aside those profits, 
out of which the payments wére to be made. I am much mistaken 
if the reports of the Bank will hot show that the use of the proceeds 
of this five million loan, enabled the Bank to keep up a discount 
line of some nine or ten millions of dollars, which, it was supposed 
at the time contributed greatly to the commercial facilities of the 
Stato, as well as to the profits of the institution; and if these facilities 
have been abuset, and the loans have resulted disastrously, the cu- 
pidity for large busiiiess on the one hand, and great dividends on 
the other, ought not to constitute a ground for disavowing the obli- 
gation tó repay the Bond holder, who has been privy to none of 
these negotiations, but reposing onthe integrity and ability of the 
State, hds invested his money at a low rate of interest, many having 
paid par and upwards for the bonds. ` 

I cannot presume that your Excellency would seek to throw be- 
tween the State and her Bond holders, the shield of her irresponsi- 
bility asasóvereign. However, such a plea might serye as the 
meahs of getting rid of one just debt, it would effectually prevent 
her ability ever to create another, and react with tenfold prejudice 
to her honor and prosperity. `Ofall the catalogue of junior States, 
Mississippi can best-afford (if such an expression is allowable) to 
remain true to her engagements. Other States might shrink under 
the apprehension of inability to meet a debt thus suddenly and unex- 
_ pectedly imposed upon them—but Mississippi, favored by nature 
~ with a soil of surpassing fertility and producing a staple in constant 
demand, can look all her contracts in the face, confident that a brief 
period of economy and industry, will repair all the injuries which 
injudicious legislation or improvident financiering, may have inflict- 
ed upon her. 

It would be, indecd, a matter of Jasting regret, that such a State 
should place her reputation for future ages, ona point so equivocal, 
as whether the engagement to pay adebt on one side of the Atlantic 
or the other, constitutes an apology for not paying it at all. R 
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That the stipulation to make it payable any where out of this 
country, is binding on the State, Ído'not mean to affirm, but then 
I would humbly suggest, it would be sufficient to deny any liabili- 
ty on the part of Mississippi, to provide funds in Europe, and in 
the correctness of such a position, I believe the bond holders abroad, 
would, on a fair explanation, acquiesce, reserving their right to 
look to the parties negociating the bonds, for the difference of ex- 
change. 

While the commercial world abroad is rapidly discarding | that 
relic of barbarism, the usury law, from their statute books, many of 
our own Legislatures are disposed to make it more strong, and yet 
in the face of this law, not a day elgpses without its being: evaded, 
but any man who strives to avail himself of such a defence to get 
rid of a debt, finds his subsequent credit destroyed, although acting 
under the direct protection of the laws of his State. Admitting, 
however, your Excellency to be right in the rigid construction of 
the law to which you have referred, were your gase that of an indi- 
vidual, I doubt whether a cour; of equity would grant relief with- 
out a tender of the money advanced, and the world at large would 
treasure in its memory a fact sufficientto exclude for ever the name 
of the people as well as the State itself, from confidence and credit. 

Iknow that there are many citizens of States, which have re- 
mained faithful to their engagements, who think that thg repudia- 
tion of debts by other States, would narrow the circle of competition 
and increase their own facilities. Such is not my opinion. ,1 do 
not believe that the repudiation ofany one can be impaired without 
affecting in a greater ot less degree, that of the whole. , 

Fleretofore confidence has been implicit among foreigners in our 
strict adherence to public faith. They have witnessed the entire 
payment of à debt contracted at exorbitant rates in the infancy of 
our national existence, and there are few who believe that any por- 
tion of that nation will swerve from the bright example set by our 
predecessors of tho revolution. I hope that every sister of our re- 
publiean eonnexion, will feel that the honor of the whole family is 
involved in her continuing not only "pure, but unsuspected."

The undersigned being holders of Bonds of the State of Mis- 
sissippi, respectfully represent to his Excellency, the Governor - 
and the Honorable, the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the State of Mississippi, that the dividends thereon, due on the 
Ist January last, and algo, as they nre informed, those due in 
New York, Ist March last, which are made payable by the State 
at the Phoenix Bank, in New York, remain unpaid. ‘ 
They will not attempt-to express their surprise and disap- 
pointment at the circumstande, it being a direct breach of the 
faith of the said State, an entire confidenee upon the sacredness 
of which, alone induced them to become holders of its stock; 
they are, however, induced to believe, that this non-payment 
has been caused by the defalcation of qn agent. of the State 
itself, and not from any deliberate inattention to the interest of 
those who have shewn their rcliance on its honer, or any indif- 
ference to its own high character and credit. 7 
Believing that the authorities of the State will allow no delay 
to take E in resorting to mensures calculated. to do justice to: 
the holders of the said bonds, and to make prompt provision for 
the payment of the dividends now over due, as well as for that 
of all future dividends, and of the payment of the bonds them- 
selves, as they arrive at maturity, (the first of which payments 
will be on the first July next) the undersigned abstain from 
pressing upon the State at greater length, the injury which the 
present default has inflicted upon them, as also upon its own 
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credit; neither do they "consider it necessary to point out the 
damage in degree, which this irregularity must do to that of all 
the sister States of the Union, if not speedily remedied. 

Having full confidence in the integrity of the authorities of 
this State and in that of its citizens, knowing its fertility and 
abundant resources, and that of the cotton alone, weich is grown 
in the United States, about one third is the produce of Missis- 
sippi, they have great satisfaction in the conviction that the 
means of the State are abundantly adequate to sustain its faith 
inviolate, and thus to re-establish its credit upon a par with the 
most flourishing portion of the republic. 

The undersigned, have, therefore only once more to request 
that immediate means may be provided for the regular payment 
of the dividends and principal of seid bonds, as the same shall 
become due.

vanced, not goods,) if so, their name, honesty and national hon- 
or, will be held in utter contempt, more so than the Spaniards 
or free States in South America, but I hope better things of. 
them, and that there are men of honor and honesty belonging 
to the United States. It appears stratige that the South America, 
Spanish and Portuguese stock can be bought and sold for cash 
in England, France and Holland; but that belonging to the U.

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Correspondence of the Governor of Mississippi with Hope 
& Co., of Amsterdam, Holland, in relation to the pay- 
ment of the interest on the Union Bank Bonds. 


“To the Governor of the State of Mississippi: 

'Tho undersigned, as trustees for the holders of debentures of 
the Bank of the United States, at Philadelphia, on deposite of 
American State Stocks, and amongst others of a considerable 
amount of bonds of tho State of Mississippi, bearing five per cent 
interest, issued through the Union Bank of Mississippi, and made 
payable at the agency of the United States Bank of Pennsylvania, 
in London, the principal in 1850 and 1858, and the dividends semi- 
annually, in May and November—having been refused payment 
of the interest due the first of this month on said bonds, are 
compelled to address themselves to the government of the State of 
Mississippi, and from their confidence in the faith of that govern- 
ment, they feel convinced that the simple mentioning the fact of the 
non-payment, will be a sufficient stimulus for the government of the 
State of Mississippi to take immediate measures for the payment of 
the interest now due, and which will further successively become 
due on those bonds, and to prevent irregularities or demur, so pre- 
judicial to the interest of American credit in general, and that ot 
the State of Mississippi in particular.

Gentlemen:—I have received your letter, dated Amsterdam, 22d 
May, 1841, post marked Washington city, June 21st, 1841, and 
bearing the official frank of the Hon. Daniel Webster, Secretary of 
State of the U. States. 1 have duly considered the contents thereof. 
Those bonds were not sold in accordance with the Constitution and 
laws of this State. They were delivered by me as escrows, to be 
sold at not less than their par value, and for cash, as the statute of 
this State required. The charter of the Mississippi Union «Bank 
prescribes not only the substance, but the form of the bonds, and 
provides that they shall be in the sum of two thousand dollars each, 
“which sum the said State of Mississippi promises to pay in current 
money of the United States,” to the order of the Bunk, with inter- 
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est at the rate of five per cent per annum, payable half yearly, at 
the place named in the endorsement of the bonds. The act further 
provides that “said bonds shall not be sold under their par value,” 
The bonds having been delivered to the managers of the Bank to 
be sold on certain conditions, the State cannot be bound for their 
redemption unless the terms prescribed were complied with in the 
sale. The constitution of this State expressly provides that “no law 
shall ever be passed to raise a loan of money upon the credit of the 
State, or to pledge the faith of the State for the payment or redemp- 
tion of any loan or debt, ‘unless such law be proposed in the Senate 
or House of Representatives, and be agreed to by a majority of the 
members of cach House and entered on their journals, with the yeas 
and nays taken thereon, and be referred to the next succeeding 
Legislature, and published for three months previous to the next 
regular election, in three news-papers in this State, and unless a 
majority of each branch of the Legislature so elected, after such 
publication, shall agree to pass such law; and in such case the yeas 
and nays shall be taken and entered on the journals of each House: 
Provided, that nothing in this section shall be so construed as to 
prevent the Legislature from negotiating a further loan of one and 
a half millions of dollars, and vestiag the same in stock resarved to 
the State by the charter of the Planters’ Bank of the State of Mis- 
sissippi.” 

Five millions of Stato bonds, dated the 5th, 6th, 7th, Sth and 
9th days of June, 1838, were sold by the commissioners appointed 
by the Mississippi Union Bank, to Nicholas Biddle, Esq. on the 
18th day of August, 1838, for five millions of dollars, lawful money 
of the United States, payable in five equal instalments, of one mil- 
lion of dollars each, on the first day of November, one thousand 
eight hundred and thirty-eight, and on the first days of January, 
March, May and July, in the year one thousand eight hundred and 
and thirty-nine,” and “made payable at the Agency of the Bank of 
the United States in London in sterling money of Great Britain, 
at the rate of four shillings and sixpence to the dollar, with interest 
payable semi-annually, at the same place and rate.” No authority’. 
was ever given by any act of the Legislature of this State to change 
the currency in which said bonds were made payable. By selling 
the bonds on a credit, and changing them from dollars current mo- 
ney of the United States to Pounds Sterling of Great Britain, the 
following sums were lost:

From the above statement, it will be perceived that one hundred 
and eighty-three thousand three hundred and thirty-eight dollars 
and thirty cents, were lost, by selling the five millions of bonds ou 
a credit, and paying interest thereon from their respective dates; 
and the further sum of nine hundred and one thousand three hun- 
dred and forty-three dollars was lost, by changing the bonds from 
dollars current money of the United States to pounds sterling of 
Great Britain. These two items amount to the enormous sum of 
one million eighty-four thousand, seven hundred and ‘eighty-one 
dollars and thirty cents. Surely such a sale cannot be binding on 
the State of Mississippi. The faith of this State was pledged for 
the payment of those bonds only upon the condition that they were 
sold at not less than their par value. The State expected the full 
amaunt of those bonds to be paid into the vaults of the Mississippi 
Union Bank. If the full amount had been received, and the cur- 
rency in which they were made payable not have been changed, the 
bank would have been better enabled to indemnify the State. 
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It appears that the bonds were endorsed in blank by the officers 

of the bank and delivered to the commissioners charged with their 
sale. „Neither their power of attorney nor letter of instructions au- 
thorized those gentlemen to fill up said endorsement, by making the 
bonds and coupons payable in pounds sterling of Great Britain, at 
the rate of four shillings and sixpence to the dollar. If such a 
change had been made on the fuce of the bonds after their execu- 
tion and delivery to the bank, tha parties making the alteration 
would have been guilty of forgery, and could have been immured 
in the penitentiary for the offence. It will be no answer to the 
argument to alledge that the endorsement could only bind the Mis- 
sissippi Union Bank. That institution has undertaken to pay both 
the principal and interest of the bonds. If the bank is compelled 
to pay the one million eighty-four thousand seven hundred and 
eighty-four dollars and thirty cents, for the loss sustained by the 
credit sale of the bonds and the change in the currency in which, 
they were made payable, her means will be reduced that amount 
and the risk of the State thus grently ihcreased. The Stato was 
willing to entrust her credit to the bank on conditions prescribed 
in the charter. Thé faith of this government has never been 
pledged for the illegal and fraudulent sale of those bonds, 

This is a , constitutional government, and all its officers take an 
oath to support the Constitution of the State, and faithfully to dis 
charge the duties of their respective offices. Her Chief Magis- 
trate is required to take care that the laws be fuithfully executed. 
He would be recreant to his trust and violate his official oath were 
he to suffer the laws of the land to be trampled upon and the con- 
stitution disregarded. 

The contract for the sale of the State bonds, shows that the sta- 
tutes of the State in relation to the honds, were made a part of the 
contract. The purchaser was well aware ot the conditions on 
which they were issued, and knew that the purchase was neither 
sanctioned by the constitution and laws of this State, nor of Penn- 
sylvania. The contract was guaranteed by the Bank of the U. 
States. The whole of the purchase money was paid by that insti- 
tution, The name of Mr Biddle was merely used in the contract 
as a device, to get round the clause in the charter'of thé Bank of 
the United States, which prohibits her from dealing in State stocks. 
The currency in which the bonds were made payable, was changed 
from dollars to pounds sterling, to give a false coloring to the 
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transaction, and make it appear that the bonds were sold at par 
value. The principle is universal, that fraud vitiates all contracts. 
The commercial law of this State relative to negotiable paper, is 
different from that of most other countries. The transfer of bonds 
and notes, does not prevent the drawer from setting up any defence 
against an innocent purchaser which would be made available 
against the original payee. 

The State, therefore, denies all obligation to pay the ponds held 
in trust by you, for the following reasons: 

Ist. The bonds were sold on a credit. 

2d. The currency in which the bonds were made payable, was 
_ changed from cutrent money of the United States to pounds ster- 

ling of Great Britain, at the rate of four shillings and sixpence to 
the dollar. . 

3d. The contract of sale was fraudulent. 

4th. The Bank of the United States was not authorized to make 
the purchase. 

5th. The bonds were sold at less than their par value, in viola- 
tion of the charter of the Bank. 

The money paid for those bonds did not come into the State 
treasury. The officers of this Government had no control over its 
disbursement. ‘The bonds were disposed of in August, 1838, by 
collusion and fraud, in violation of the Constitution and laws of 
' this State. The Mississippi Union Bank, and the Bank of the U. 
States were parties to this unlawful transaction. You have the en- 
dorsement of both these institutions, and to them you must look for 
payment. This State never will pay the five millions of dollars 
of State Bonds issued in June, 1838, or any portion of the interest 
due, or to become due thereon. 
` When I ascertained in January, 1839, the terms on which the 
bonds had been sold, I communicated the same by message to the 
Legislature and denounced the sale as illegal. At that time, only 
two millions of dollars had been paid on the bonds by the Bank of 
the United States. By a Proclamation I subsequently issued, the 
sale of the second five millions of dollars of State bonds delivered 
to the Mississippi Union Bank, was prevented. I absolutely re. 
fused to execute the last 5,500,000 dollars of State bonds de- 
manded by that institution.. These decisive measures prevented 
the illegal disposal of ten anda half millions of dollars of State 
bonds, and will convince you that.the government of this State 
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never has‘ countenanced,: and cannot be made responsible for the 
-fraudulent acts of the Mississippi Union Bank.  ' 

I have forwarded to your address, the Journals of the Legisla- 
ture of this State, for the years 1840 and 1841. It will afford me 
much pleasure to forward you such other documents as you may 
desire. Iam anxious that the bond holders should be possessed 
of all the facts in relation to the issuance and disposal of the bonds 
held by them. Your great experience in commercial affairs, no 
doubt has made you familiar with the principle, that parties çon- 
tract with reference to the law, and that in a constitutional and free 
government, every act of a public functionary.is merely an exer- 
cise of delegated power, entrusted to him by the people for a spe- 
cific purpose, and that his acts are the acts of the people, only 
while within the powers conferred upon him.

To A. G. M’Nurt, Governor. 

Dear Sır:—Y our Excellency some time since suggested to 
to me, that you intendee at the ensuing session of the Legisla- 
ture, to bring to their view, in your regular message, the proprie- 
ty of establishing a Vice Chancellor's Court, and requested me 
to furnish you with such views of the constitutionality and ex- 
pediency of that measure, as my reflections and researches 
might afford, which I will here briefly do. 

The first general reflection which occurs upon this subject is, 
the acknowledged rule which permits a State to exercise every 
power necessary to its complete organization, not ceded to the 
Federal Government, and not prohibited expressly, or by impli- 
cation, by its own constitution. But weneed not resort to a 
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source so generál and indefinite, to show that the proposed 
measure involves no infringement on the constitution. That 
instrument furnishes the broad warrant for authority, both. by 
strong implication, and express provision. 

The ‘sixteenth section declares that a separate Superior Court 
of Chancery shall be established, &c. "The phrase “Superior 
Court of Chancery, dec,” would seem of itself, by the strongest 
possible implication, to confer the power to establish an Inferior 
Court of Chancery; any other construction would render the 
phrase “Superior,” mere idle surplusage. When we apply the 
word “Superior,” to any thing, we admit the present or prospec- 
tive existence of a thing of like kind, but inferior in character. 

The convention evidently foresaw that the progressive exten- 
sion of our population, and the consequent increase of the busi- 
ness relations of society, would render one court of Chancery, 
with but one judge, wholly inadequate to the administration of 
that branch of remedial justice; and hence employed the phrase ` 
"Superior Court of Chancery,” so as to leave to the discretion 
of the Legislature, by the strongest implication, the power of 
creating an Inferior Court of Chancery. But the constitution 
does not stop here. After defining in what tribunals the judicial 
power shall repose, it provides, by the 24th section, that: the 
Legislature may from time to time establish such other Inferior 
Courts as may be deemed necessary.” 

A Vice Chancellor's Court may be brought mosticlearly with 
in the pale of this grant of power, as well by territorial limita 
tion of its jurisdiction, as by a limitation as to the value of the 
thing in controversy. This construction was expressly recog- 
nized, both by the Legislative and Executive Departments of 
_ the government, by the creation of a Criminal Court for the 
counties of Adams, Jefferson, Claiborne and Warren; for Cri- 
minal jurisdiction, is expressly conferred by the 4th section of 
the constitution, on the Circuit Courts. It is under an analogous 
provision, that the Federal Circuit and District Courts have 
their existence. 

The Federal constitution declares that “the judicial power of 
the United States shall be vested in one Superior Court, and in 
such Inferior Courts as Congress may froin time to time estab- 
- lish. 
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Article 3, section 1. The constitution of this State confers 
the judicial power upon several. enumerated courts, and upon 
such other Inferior Courts, as the Legislature may deem neces- 
sary; 24th section. 

The legal idea of an Inferior Court, is at once complete, 
when we limit its jurisdiction with reference to another court, by 
either sum or territory. The necessity and expediency of the 
proposed measure, is so obvious, as to leave no discretion, if it 
can be brought within the pale of the Constitution. The busi- 
ness of the Chancery Court has increased and is increasing to 
an extent unparalleled in this State, whilst the business of all the 
other courts is diminishing in an inverse ratio. It seems now to 
be universally admitted, that the labors of one man will be whol- 
ly inadequate to the discharge of the equity docket of the 
State. , 

It is a little remarkable that whilst the other branches of judi- 
cial labor are distributed out among numerous judges, that it 
should be expected that the whole Chancery business of the 
State, could be done by one Judge. 

These views are hastily thrown together, and doubtless pre- 
sent nothing which has escaped the reflection of your Excellen- 
cy. My opinion is, that one Vive Chancellor's district for the 
Northern part of the State, will be sufficient if they leave the 
court always open at this point, so that I can sit at all times 
when business demands it.

In further reporting on this department, I will respectfully 
state to your Excellency that, on entering on the duties of Com- 
missioner, I found no appropriations for either the Governor's 
House or State Capitol. Claims, however, came before me, cer- 
tified by the State Architect, which were allowed by me to the 
amount above stated—the claims charged to the State of Mis- 
sissippi isthe pay of officers of Public Buildings. 


I would further call the attention of your Excellency to the 
State of this department and the great difficulty on the part of 


the commissioner, to act with: any degree of certainty in the 
present state of the office—the books have not been kept so as 
to show settlements, debits and. credits of contractors and the 
amount of cach department of the State Buildings—one or two 
instances I will give you. 

I undertook to examine the account of John Long, underta- 
ker to furnish lime for the State, and from all the information I 
could get from the old books, there seems to exist a disparity in 
his account in favor of- the State, of $8,500. 

Wm. Wing, painter of the State capitol, has presented a claim 
remaining in his favor against the State of $8,400, which I have 
not allowed for want of sufficient time to examine into his ac- 
count.

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On entering upon the discharge. of the duties of commissioner, 
I found the Governor's House.in a ruinous condition, and have 
taken steps to finish said house, by contracting with some work- 
men who were in debt to the State for Town Lots, and others to 
do other parts of the work and rely-on the Legislature for pay. 
R. Clark, it seems had partially contracted to do the carpenter's ` 
work on the Governor's House in 1840, though he did not con- 
sumate his contract with the contractor. I-found him going on 
with the work, and there being no appropriations for the building, 
I did not consumate the contract; he has, however, gone on and 
has-done the work well, confident that the Legislature would 
compensate him; all of which contracts will be found recorded 
and filed in their proper places. ; 

I would further respectfully state to your Excellency, that I 
am fully persuaded that the duties of Treasurer and commission- 
er are quite too arduous for one person to attend to, and to this 
end I would respectfully suggest the propriety of appointing a 
Commissioner of Public Buildings for one year, at an advance 
salary, say $2000, and get a man who can attend to the busi- 
ness of commissioner, and at the same time, who will, in the 
course of next year transcrihe the old commissioner’s ‘book 
from the begining, debiting and crediting all contractors and 
placing the several amounts expended, to their proper depart- 
ments—all of which can be done in une year, when the office 
may be dispensed with or so relieved that any one officer can 
then do the business without proving burthensome. 

By which expenditure of two thousand dollars, I have but . 
little doubt from the examination of the office, the State may 
save thousands.

Unto His Excellency the Governor, and to the Legislature of 
the State of Mississippi, this petition of the New-York His- 
torical Society humbly y showeth— 

That the. Historical Society of the State of New-York has 
been incorporated since the year. 1809, and that by the contri- 
butions of its members and thé liberality of the state, it has 
been enabled to acquire a very valuable Historical Library, 
amounting -to about 10,000 volumes. Its library is well ar- 
ranged, in'a convenient suit of rooms, in one of the handsom- 

est buildings in the city of New-York; and its long standing, 
the wealth of its members, and its accumulated property, give 
every promise of its future permanence. The rooms under the 
superintendence of a Librarian constantly in attendance, are 
at-all times open to membérs and strangers, and every facility 
is extended to those engaged in historical or statistical research 
tor the prosecution of their enquiries. 

Such being the present condition of the society, they have 
been induced, for the purpose of acquiriug a complete series of 
current historical documents, to address your Excellency as pe- 
titioners, and request leave to call your attention to the follow- 
ing circumstances. 

Copies of all the documents published by. the authority of 
the legislature of this state are regularly furnished for their li- 
brary, and a similar provision having been made by the Gen- 
eral Government, a complete ‘series of national papers is to be 
found in their collection. The importance, however, of many 
of the documents published by the different state legislatures, 
gives them interest and value, not oly among the citizens of 
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the state where they are published, but throughout the commu- 
nity at large; and this socitty is desiroys of fulfilling its duty by 
trying tọ promote investigations either in the past or presens his- 
tory of this country. Now, it would seem, that no more efi- 
cient means could be taken to accomplish this end thay to col- 

eet and preserve the annual publications authorised by each 
state, as in these publications exist the onl y detailed accounts 
either of the political or financial condition of each individual 
government. 

It is in consideration of these circumstances that this society 
have resolved to petition from the legislature of the State of 
Mississippi for one cdpy of all the laws, votes and reports, which 
may henceforth be published by order of the state, and on their 
part, this society pledge themselves to prescrve with care all 
documents which they may receive, and to continue to extend 
every facility to the student who may desire to make use of 
them either for public or private benefit, 

Placed in'the heart of the commercial emporium of the couu- 
try, your petitioners feel that this society presents a claim which 
uo other can urge, as the constant influx of visitors.of all parts 
of the country, renders its literary collections more available to 
the community generally than thoy could, be in any other situ- 
‘ation. i 

And they would further urge, that the advantage will to a. 
certain extent, be mutual, as the interests of each state will be 
advanced by the public having a more ready access to its legis- 
lation, or to reports on the nature of its resources, especially in 
this city, where it is well known many of the state financial 
‘operations ate negotiated, and where the greatest factlities exist 
for comniercial and monied negotiations. But while mention- 
ing these circumstances, your petitioners would not wish to be 
consideréd as undervaluing the amount of favor which they now 
request from the legislature. 

In the event of your granting the prayer of this petition, and 
bringing this matter before the notice of thé legislature, your 
petitioners would suggest, that as the great advantage of such 
historical collections consists in having an unbroken series 0 
each class of documents, that the legislature be ‘requested to 
pass a regulation which should remain in force until repealed, 

making it the duty of some public officer to procure and pre- 


- 
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serve one bound set of all official documents for the use of this 
society, and your petitioners will make arrangements to have 
th@li-forwarded to New-York, from time to time, as opportunity 
may offer. They are induced to ask for bound copies: from the 
fear of losing some of the smaller documents should they be 
forwarded in a separate form. And further, your petitioners 
would beg leave to suggest, that if there should be in the keep- 
ing of your officers several copies of the documents of by-gone 
years, that it would enhance the favor conferred upon this soci- 
ety if your grant had a retrospective effect if quite consistent 
with the interests of your own collections. 

In urging this petition upon your Excellency’s notice, your 
petitioners are well aware that they have no ground to rest a 
claim upon, but they feel as conducive to the literature of the 
country at large, ind as likely to promote the interests of the

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Translation of a letter from the Chamber of Commerce at Havre. 


CHAMBER or COMMERCE or HAVRE, 
Havre, Sept. 26, 1841. 


Sir---The most respectable houses of our city which trade more 
particularly: in cotton, have addressed complaints to us respecting: 
the numerous frauds which, for several years, but principally this 
yeat, have been met with in the cotton arriving from divers ports. 
in the United States, particularly in that from New Orleans, and 
which every day furnishes new and grievous examples. It is as- 
suredly of the greatest interest for the French commerce, at the same 
time for the maintenance of relations between France and the Uni- 
ted States, advantageous to both, to endeavor to find a remedy tosuch 
a grievous state of things. 

The signersof the reclamation have thought that one ‘of the 
means to accomplish that object, would be to beg of you to transmit 
our complaints to the Governors of the States which export cotton,. 
principally to those of Louisiana and Mississippi, requesting them ` 
to give publicity to the same. “They also think that it would be ad- 
vantageous to obtain from the Legislatures of these States a law, 


which would oblige the sellers and EES toreimburse, upon rege.

AMERICAN CONSULATE, 
Havre, October 28, 1841. 


Sir—I have the honor to transmit from the Chamber of Com- 
meice of Havre, a letter with a translation, complaining of frauds 
in the packing of cotton. + 

I have frequently been called by merchants to seg bales of cotton 
which had been so frauded and found. On the outside, as far as it 
was supposed a sample would be taken, the cotton was good. Then 
jt was either bad cotton, cotton in seed, or parcels of seed, and in 
one instance I remember there were stones in the middle. When 
these things occur, the seller here is frequently put to great incon- ` 
venience, besides loss, the purchaser in the interior coming back up- - 
on him for indemnity. 

The tendency of the malpractices described, cannot fail to bring 
into disrepute our planters and dealers, and ultimately be seriously 
felt by every one connected with the trade, — It is the interest, there- 
fore, ofall, to consider the subject immediately, and in all the cotton 
planting country to concert some meansto put an endto the cupidi- 
ty complained of. If the name and place of the press and the owner 
of the cotton were marked on each bale or bag, it would be a step 
towards the object in view, but if an inspection of cotton could be 
established, it would be much more effectual and give confidence to 
the trade. Itisa bad practice which some planters have, of mixing 
up good and bad cotton together. There has been so mich mad ` 
speculation in the article in the principal shipping ports, of late 
years, thata due distinction in quality has not been made, and the 
slovenly planter has found his account, but this cannot occur again 
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the careful planter who classes and marks his cotton will be 
properly remunerated under a different state of things, and the 
slovenly planter who ‘mixes good and bad together, and who 
does not attend to the cleaning, will only be able to sell in sea- 
sons of scarcity, which, judging from experience of production 
and consumption of the article, is not likely to happen often.. 

The loss on sales.of cotton this year has been very heavy, which 
will make dealers in Europe more particular in giving orders, and 
in selecting agents to execute them. Never, perhaps, has cotton 
generally; come to Europe in so bad condition as this year. The 
bagging rotton by having laid in water, the bales frequently weigh- 
ing eight hundred pounds. If there were inspectors and proper 
warehouses in the ports, the factors and brokers would not be able 
to sell but at depreciated’ prices, cotton so soaked in water, and in- 
creased in weight, which is scarcely less deserving the name of 
fraud on the honest dealer, or less deserving the consideration of the 
cotton growing interest. The want of proper attention on the part 
of commission merchants in suffering this abuse by which the freight 
is increased on a damaged article, has destroyed confidence in them 
and determine® most of the principal houses in the trade, to send 
out special agents to transact their business. These agents general- 
ly have a knowledge of the article, and it will be found that their 
principals will make money, while those who do not imitate them 
will lose. : 

My residence for many years in this great cotton market, has 
brought to my knowledge the facts and circumstances above recited, 
and I shall have great satisfaction in learning this communication 
has been of some service to the interests concerned.

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If the chosen Executive of the people is required to furnish his 
own house, the expense will absorb his whole salary. This 
course would leave the exalted station open to the: rich alone, 
The man in moderate circumstanses would necessarily be ex- 
cluded from the station or impoverish his family by accepting 
the office. ve

When we entéred upon the discharge of our duties, we ‘found 
no assets of much value to take possession of; but.such as we found 
we took possession of, consisting of the few bills receivable re- 
maining in the old banking house, and the old bank furniture, as 
_well as all the old books and papers remaining in the banking 
“house. Sometime last spring the safes went out of the possession 


: ` of the trustees, as well as the old banking house, being private pro- 


perty, and we were compelled, at some expense and considerable 
trouble, to remove the books, papers, and the few articles of bank 
furniture remaining in our possession, to the upper room of a house 
then occupied by Mr Austin as a store house, having first obtained 
permission from him to appropriate, for a time, said room for the 
purposes aforesaid. Within the last month, all the bank furniture * 
being there deposited as aforesaid, has been levied upon and sold

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In January; 1837, the Legislature passed an act causing an’ 
enumeration of the inhabitants of the State to be made, and ad- 
+“ journed its session to the month of May, in the same year, at 
which adjourned session an act was passed apportioning the 


representatives among’ the several counties of the State, By. 


that act the county of Madison was created a Senatorial district, 
and the county of Yazoo was also made a Senatorial district, 
Henry Philips was elected in the year 1999 to represent the 
_ county of Madison, and Caleb Bonney was clected in the year 
1840, to represent the county of Yazoo, in this body, and by 
virtue of said elections, claimed seats in this house. la the 
month of February, of the year 1841, the Legislature passed an 
act apportioning the representatives among the several comnties 
of the State, upon the census taken by the marshall of the Uni- 
ted States for the Mississippi district, as the basis. By the lat- 
ter act, the counties of Madison and Yazoo were constituted a, 
Senatorial district; andin November last, Dr. Robert Montgom- 
ery was elected by virtue of a writ of election, issued by his ex- 
celléney Gov.

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_ tutionality of the law is open for its consideration, how can it be 

entertained? The Senators now in their seats hold those. seats 

under the provisions of the law, into the constitutionality of 
which it is proposed to inquire; and if the law be unconstitu- 

tional, they are no more entitled to their seats than the member 
elect from the district composed of the counties of Yazoo and 

Madison. Ifthe two gentlemen claiming seats, one from Mad- 

ison and the other from Yazoo, be admitted to seats on this floor, 

the equilibrium of the two houses will be destroyed, unless some 

one of the Senators elected under the last apportionment be de- 

prived of his seat. 

Your committee are theréfore of opinion that it is incompe- 
tent for this body to enquire into the constitutionality of the last 
apportionment act, and therefore decline arguing that question; 
should the Senate, however, be of a different opinion, and de- 
cide the law to be unconstitutional, the inevitable conclusion 
would be, that this body is not legally and constitutionally or- 
ganized, and ought to be dissolved.

Mr Presipent—The standing committee on Federal and 
State relations to whom was referred the correspondence between 
Alexander G. McNutt, Governor of the State of Mississippi, and 
John M. Morehead, Governor of the State of North Carolina, 
in relation to Edward W. Saunders, alleged to be a fugitive from 
justice, beg leave to report that they have examined the subject 
matter of reference, with a patience and scrutiny commensurate 
With its magnitude and the high character of the correspondents, 
and recommend the adoption and promulgation of the subjoined 
preamble and resolutions: 

Your committee, without stopping to inquire as to the strength 
of testimony furnished to his Excellency, the Governor of this 
State, touching the guilt of the accused, would remark that by 
the terms of the act of Congress, passed in 1793, no documenta- 
ry evidence is contemplated as necessary to authorize the Gov- 
ernor or Executive authority of one State or Territory, to de- 

mand of the Executive authority of any other State or Territory, 
“any fugitive from justice, so far as the issuance of said demand 
is concerned. 

It is only made necessary that on presentation of said demand, 
it shall be accompanied by the copy of an indictment found, or 
of an affidavit made before a magistrate, charging the person so 
demanded with having committed treason, felony or other crime 
certified as authentic. It is a matter left entirely to the sound 
discretion of the Executive magistrate, whether there be just 
grounds for granting a requisition; and whether that discretion 
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was judiciously ia in the present case, is in the opinion 
of your committée, no portion of the subject of enquiry. . 

By a perusal of the voluminous correspondence submitted, it 
appears that a demand was issued by his Excellency, the Gov- 
ernor of this State, on the 9th day of February, 1841, and re- 
ceived by his Excellency, the Governor of North Carolina, on 
the 17th March, 1841, accompanied by. the affidavit of James 
W. Johnson, which requisition his Excellency refused to obey, 
alleging that the accompanying affidavit was a nullity, although 
it bore the certificate of his Excellency, ‘the Governor of this 
State, that it was authentic. 

That on the 4th day of June following, a second demand was: 
issued in due form by the said Governor of Mississippi, accom- 
panied by the affidavit of James W. Johnson, charging the said 
Edward W. Saunders with unlawfully and feloniously 
stealing, taking and carrying away a certain negro man 
named Cook, of the slaves, goods and chattels of the estate of 
Benjamin W. Saunders deceased, and that the said Edward W. 
Saunders was a fugitive from justice, and in said State of North 
Carolina. 

The receipt of which documents was acknowledged by His 
Excellency, the~Governor of North Carolina, on the 28th of 
June, 1841; with which requisition his Excellency also refused 
to comply; and urged, in justification, various reasons, the more 
plausible of which, your committee will briefly notice. His 
Excellency says in his communigation of the date above, ““short- 
ly after I declined issuing any process to have Edward W. 
Saunders arrested upon your first requisition, of which your 
agent Robert W. James was appointed, Mr. James caused E- 
W. Saunders to be arrested upon this charge, and to be taken 
before his honor Judge Dick, where the matter was duly inves- 
gated, and Saunders discharged by his honpr;” immediately 
after which he says, “Saunders waited on him and informed 
him that he, Saunders, was threatened by James with another 
demand from the Executive of this State.” It is acknowledged 
by both of the corresponding parties that James was the agent 
authorized to receive and convey the fugitive, Saunders, to 
Holmes county, and to deliver him to the sheriff of said county; 
but by what process of reasoning His Excellency comes to the 
conclusion that the matter was duly investigated before his 
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honor Judge Dick, your committee are unable to divine. If His 
Excellency meant to use the word “duly,” as synonymous 
with the word legally, the question at once arises, how was it 
possible that a legal investigation should be had in a different 
county and State from that in which the crime was alleged to 
have been committed? The agent, James, who he alleges insti- 
tuted that proceeding, had no power to do any act in relation to 
the matter, except to receive the prisoner and convey him to the 
sheriff of Holmes county—any other act done by him or any 
one else in relation thereto, and based upon his authority, was 
nothing more nor less than solemn mockery. The right of the 
sovereign State to try and punish felons for acts done within 
her limits, has been long settled and ` recognized, and the act of - 
Congress under discussion proceeds upon that ground. 

So far as the interview which His Excellency claims to have : 
had with Saunders is concerned, your committee have been 
unable to discover any thing resulting therefrom which goes to 
rebut the presumption of a felonious intention on the part of 
Saunders. Moreover, your committee are of opinion that if the 
respective Executive Magistrates were to adopt the practice of 
assuming judicial power, and entering upon the investigation of 
the question of the guilt or innocence of the culprit upon his 
own testimony, the law in question would be of little avail. His 
Excellency acknowledges that he had before him on the 28th 
of June, 1841, a formal demand of the Governor of this State, 
accompanied by the affidavit of Johnson, charging Saunders 


with having feloniously taken and carried away the negro man 
Cook, which was a full compliance with the requisitions of the 


act of Congress, and beyond which your committee humbly con- 
ceive he had no power to look. 

t further appears, that on the 15th day of December, 1841, 
another demand was forwarded by His Excellency, the Go- 
vernor of this State, directed to His Excellency, the said Go- 
ernor of the State of North Carolina, accompanied by a copy of 
a bill of indictment, found by the grand jury of Holmes county, 
at the October term of the circuit court of said county, A. D. 
1841, against said Saunders for said offence, in regard to which 
no steps appear as yet to have been taken by His Excellency, 
the said Governor of North Carolina. ` 
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PREAMBLE AND RESOLUTIONS. 

WHEREAS, it is the duty of the respective Executive Chief 
Magistrates of these United States to observe and carry out the 
provisions of an act passed by the Congress of the United States 
in the year 1793, providing the mode by which the Governor of 
one State should demand from the Governor of another State 
any fugitive from justice, in order that society may be protected 
and'speedy justice administered. And 

Wuerzas, it appears to this Legislature that His Excellency, 
the Governor of the State of Mississippi has repeatedly de- 
manded of His Excellency, the Governor of North Carolina, one 
Edward W. Saunders, charged with felony in stealing and car- 
tying away a negro man slave, named Cook, out of, and from 
the county of Holmes, in the State of Mississippi. And 

Wuereas, it appears that His Excellency, the Governor of 
North Carolina has disregarded said demands, and has refused 
to issue any process to arrest, confine and deliver said fugitive 
to the civil authorities of the State of Mississippi, in conformity 
with the act of Congress aforesaid: Therefore, 

Be it resolved by the Legislature of the State of Mississippi, 
That His Excellency, John M. Morehead, Governor of the 
State of North Carolina, in refusing to deliver Edward W. 
Saunders to the civil authorities of the State of Mississippi, in 
obedience to the requisition of His Excellency, Alexander G. 
McNutt, Governor of the State of Mississippi has failed to per- 
form an official duty and that this Legislature doth hereby rep- 
robate his said act of refusal. 

2. And be it further resolved, That His Excellency, the Go- 
vernor of this State, be requested to forward a copy of these 
resolutions to His Excellency, the Governor of North Carolina.

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

The journal of yesterday was read. 

Mr Marshall, chairman pro tem. of the standing committee 
to whom was referred the petition of Zachariah E. Wall, made 
the following report, to-wit : 

Mr Presment—The standing committee to whom was re- 
ferred the petition of Zachariah E. Wall of Monroe county, 
praying the ratification of a certain will therein named, have 
considered the subject matter thereof, and have instructed me to 
report a bill to be entitled “an act to ratify and confirm the last 
will and testament of William Wall, late of Monroe county de- 
ceased," 

Which was read the first time. 

Mr Guion, chairman of a select committee, made the follow- 
ing report : 

Mr PnzesipENT— The select committee to whom was referred 
a bill to be entitled **an act to authorize the trustees of the six- 
teenth sections of school lands in this State to rescind contracts 
in relation to the same," have had the same under consideration, 

. and have instructed me to report the same without amendment. 

The chair announced that said bill would be taken up in its 
regular order. 

Mr Marshall, chairman pro tem. of the judiciary committee, 
made the following report, to-wit: 

Mr Presipent—The standing committee on the judiciary, 
to whom was referred a bill to be entitled **an act to examine 
the revenue law of this State, approved February 6th, 1841," 
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together with a bill to be entitled “tan act.to reduce the fees of 
assessors, tax collectors and county treasurers,” have considered 
the subjects embraced, and have instructed me to return the

And said resolution read the second time by its title. 

The question was then taken, “Shall this resolution be en- ' 
grossed and read the third time?” 

It was decided in the affirmative. 

Mr Marshall presented the claims of G. B. Austin and R. 
Clark, 

Which, on motion, were eegene to the committee on claims. 

The following message was received from his Excellency the 
Governor, through his private secretary, Mr. Tucker: 

To the Senate: 

I herewith return the bill entitled “an act in lion: to special 
terms of the circuit court of the county of Warren, and State of 
Mississippi," to the Senate, where it originated, with my objec- 
tions against the bill becoming a law. 

The first section of the bill provides “ that hereafter it shall 
not be lawful for the judge of the first judicial district to hold 
any special term of the circuit court of the county of Warren." 

The second section provides first, **that the judge of said first 
judicial district be required to hold the circuit court of said coun- 
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ty.of Warren at the regular terms thereof; and at no other time ; ` 
and secondly, that the session of. ra circuit court, at the present 
time, shall cease.” 

The third section provides that ne act t shall take SS from 
and after its passage.” 

From this analysis of the bill, it appears to me that the bill 
must have been penned and passed if not in haste, with but little 
reflection, as to its effects and operation. Being impressed with 
the idea that the operations of the bill are more extended and 
complicated, than was contemplated by its framers, both on the 
score of its policy or expediency and of its constitutionally, I 
have deemed it my duty to withhold my signature and approval, 
and return it to the Legislature for re-consideration. 

My objections to the bill becoming a law, are two-fold. 

First, on the ground of its impolicy or inexpediency ; 

And secondly, on the ground of its unconstitutionality. 

First, its impolicy or inexpediency consists, 

1st. In its general provisions, partaking of the nature of a 
general law, when its operations are to be local or partial. 

2d. The bill makes an inroad on, and an exception to a law, 
that should be general in its operations and effects throughout 
the State, as it prescribes a different rule to govern a matter, 
that might and should be governed by a general law. 

3d. the bill limits its restriction or prohibition to a particular 
ofücer, the judge of the first judicial district, and not to any 
other judge of an adjoining judicial district, prohibiting the 
jadge of the first judicial district from the performance of a spe- 
cific act, and leaving the act prohibited as to the judge of the 
first judicial district, subject to be legally performed by any 
other judge of an adjoining judicial district. 

4th. The bill, in my opinion, is inexpedient and impolitic, be- 
cause it leaves the business of the circuit court of Warren coun- 
ty, in an embarrassed and confused condition, without preseri- 
bing any rule, by which the business of the court shall be dis- 
posed cf, either at the present or any future term of the court, 
and by defeating or at least postponing the ends of justice. 

And 5th, The bill is peculiarly impolitic and inexpedient, 
and even burdensome on suitors, by throwing on them costs and 
expenses which they have necessarily incurred in preparing 
themselves for trial, and then having their" rights postponed or 
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probably defeated. The. provisions of the-bill would .be.pecu- 
liarly oppressive.as to the prisoners, who: wil: berdelayed.in the 
defence of the prosecutions-against them, and who will be bound, 
whether, convicted op acquitted, for the costs of all their witnesses 

Second, The bill appears to me.to conflict. with some-of the 
pr ovisions of the constitution of the State, some of which 1 will 
here refer to: , 

lst. The eleventh section of the fourth article of the constitu- 
tion of the State, provides that “the judges of the circuit courts 
shall be elected by the qualified electors of each judicial district,” 
&c. And the fifteenth section ofthe same article, provides first, 
that.*a circuit court shall be held in each county of this State, 
at least twice in each year.” Second, That “the judges of said 
courts shall interchange circuits with each other, in such manner 
as may be prescribed by law, &c.” The law enacted under the 
provisions of this last quoted clause of the constitution, (see How- 
ard and Hutchisow's Revised Statutes, 481, sec. 7,) provides that 
the judges of the several circuit courts may attend and make 
temporary exchanges of their circuits, whenever, in their opin- 
ion, the public interest may require it. ` 

I conclude, from these provisions of the constitution, and from 
the law enacted under the provisions of the clause of the consti- 
tution last quoted, that the people of each judici district of the 
State, have a constitutional right to have two terms of the cir- 
enit court held in each county of such district in each year, and 
to have such courts held by the judge elected by them, and that 
tlie judge so elected, has not, only the right, but it is his duty to 
hold suck court, uniess the cause prescribed in the statute above 
referred to, should create a reason or ground for alternation or 
interchange of circuits—that is to say, unless the public interest, 
in the opinion of the judges, requires such alternation or inter- 
change. 

The first section ef the bill under consideration, contemplates 
to make the act of the judge of the first judicial district holding 
any special term of the circuit court of Warren county, unlaw- 
ful, and leaves ample, legal power, in the judge of any adjoining 
judicial district in the State, to order aud hold a special term of - 
the circuit court in Warren county, whenever a regular term of 
the circuit court of that county shall have failed, making the 
act of illegality which is prohibited, consist alone, in the judge 
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of the first judicial district holding any special term of the. circuit 
court of Warren county, leaving the same thing altogether law- 
ful, if done by the judge of any other adjoining judicial district 
in the State. This at least, draws a distinction between the 
judge of the first judicial district and the judges of the adjoining 
districts, by disqualifying the judge of the first district fram the 
performance of a duty for which, it seems to me, he was elected, 
and has a right under the constitution to discharge. 

The question arises under the first section of the bill under 
consideration, and under the clauses in the constitution and law 
above referred to, whether the Legislature has the power to make 
a particular act of the judge of the first judicial district unlawful, 
and prohibit him from the performance of the act, leaving the 
same act lawful as to the other judges of the adjoining judicial 
districts. ' 

It might be asked, whether it would not be rather a strange 
spectacle to sec the people of the first judicial district, who had 
elected a person a judge of their district, deprived of the ser- 
vices of such judge, and the judge prohibited from performing 
his constitutional duties, and the judge of ari adjoining district, 
an officer in whose election the people of the first judicial district 
did not and could not participate, and without any legal ground 
for an interchange of circuits or alternation, between the judges, 
sitting in judgment upon the property, liberty and life of their 
citizens. As strange as this picture may appear, it might le- 
gally happen, after the passage of this bill. The law, as it would 
then stand, would authorize any judge of a district adjoining the 
first judicial district, to order and hold a special term of the cir- 
cuit court of Warren county, upon the failure of a regular term, 
on either of the two grounds ; first, when a special term of the 
circuit court ought to be held, and the judge of the district be 
sick, absent, or about to be absent, or from any other cause be- 
side the judge being interested, as contemplated by the act of 
1833, (Howard and Hutchison’s Revised Statute, 501, sec. 78 
and 79,) and second, when the presiding judge of the circuit 
court of any county, in which a special term ought to be held, 
has neglected or omitted to give notice, thereupon the certificate 
of the district attorney of the district and the clerk of the circuit 
court of the county in which such court ought to be held, certi- 
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fying that the business of the court, in their Spins, requires 
the holding of a special term. 

The first clause of the second section of the bill, deprives the 
judge of the first judicial district of the exercise of the judicial 
discretion vested in him; as to alternation or the interchange of 
circuits, under and by virtue of the law enacted under the pro- 
visions of the second clause of the fifteenth section of the fourth 
article of the constitution, by taking all the power and judicial 
discretion from the judge of the first judicial district of the State, 
as to special terms, and vesting the entire power and legal dis- 
cretion in relation to special terms, in the judges of the adjoin- 
ing districts, or the district attorney of the district and the clerk 
of the circuit court of the county. 

2d. The first section of the second article of the constitujion 
ofthe State, provides that “the powers of the Government of 
the State of Mississippi, shall be divided into three distinct de- 
partments, and each of them confided to a separate body of ma- 
gistracy, to-wit: Those which are Legislative to one, those which 
are Judicial to another and those which are Executive to ano- 
ther.” The second section of the same article, provides that no 
person or collection of persons, being of one of those depart- 
ments, shall exercise any power, properly belonging to either of 
the others, except in the instances in the constitution afterwards 
expressly directed or permitted. 

The last section quoted, has wisely separated the several de- 
partments of the Government of the State, and has as wisely 
stationed each of the departments in its legitimate and proper 
sphere, and has justly prohibited each department of the Gov- 
ernment of the State, from the exercise of a power, or of pow- l 
ers, which properly belong to either of the others, thereby pre- 
venting the numerous difficulties that otherwise would grow out 
of conflicting jurisdictions. The last clause of the second sec- 
tion of the bill, provides “that the session of the circuit court of 
Warren county at the present time, shall cease.” I apprehend 
that there can hardly be a difference of opinion as to the con- 
struction of this clause of the bill. I however, place the con- 
struction on this clause of the bill, that it adjourns the circuit 
court of Warren county, which is now in session, from and after 
the instant of the passage of the bill, particularly as the third 
section of the bill requires the bill to take effect from'and after 
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its passage: Yes; adjourns the-court without giving the court 
any discretion as to the adjournment. . If my construction of. 
this clause of the bill is correct, then it is evident.that the Legis- 
lative department of the Government. of the State by this clause, 
is artogating to itself a power—a judicial power—a power to 
adjourn a judicial tribunal which properly, and for the wisest 
and most salutary purposes, belongs to another department of 
the Government of the State, that is to say, to the judicial de- 
partment, the circuit court of Warren county; and if so, this 
clause of the bill is in direct and palpable conflict with the sc- 
cond section of the second article of the constitutioa of the State, 
and ought not to pass into a law. 

If the Legislature has the right under the constitution to pass 
a law to adjourn a special term of the circuit court of Warren 
county now in session, it has the right and power to adjourn and 
terminate the existence of any other circuit court either regular 
or special, or even any other court, and that without consulting 
the judicial discretion of such court that may be in session at the 
time the act takes effect. And if the Legislature can and 
should exercise this, at least extraordinary power, without con- 
sulting the court or its special discretion, it might not be im- 
proper here to notice some of the embarrassing circumstances 
which might attend the admiuistration of justice under such 
legislation. I will here suppose an instance that might occur’ 
with numerous oihers. Suppose, in the regular course of the bu- 
siness of the circuit court of Warren county, the case of a pris- 
oner should be submitted to a jury, and the jury should retire 
from the bar of the court to the jury room, to consider of their 
verdict, and after the jury should have agreed on their verdict 
and the verdict of the jury should be, not guilty, and before the 
jury shall have returned into the court room and rendered their 
verdict, or even after the jury Sliall bave rendered their verdict, 
but before the judgment of the court is reudered by the court, 
the bill in the present instance should take effect, it would ter- 
minate the existence of the court without there being any judg: 
ment rendered on the verdict of the jury, and there would be 
no person vested with authority to render the judgment or dis- 
charge the prisoner, or even to remand the prisoner to prison. 
The prisoner, it would seem, of right ought to be. discharged, 
but is in the custody of the officer of the defunct court, and 
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no person has the:power to;discharge bm. after the jury.háve . 
found him not guilty of the charge prefetred against him; not- 

withstanding ‘all. this, the officer in whose custody the prisoner 

may keis bound to hold the prisoner in custody until he is dis- 

charged by & person vested with legal authority to discharge 

him, This might cause the innocent to undergo solitary con- 

finement in-a loathsome prison in an unhealthy climate for a 
considerable period of time, even up to the next term of the 

court, and it might be then well doubted whether the succeeding 

court could render judgment on the verdict ‘of the jury of not 

guilty, rendered or ready to be rendered at such adjourned term 

for want of a record shewing the verdict, which record would be 

sure not to exist, there having been no person authorized to 

make the record; and if it should be decided by the court at the 

sueceeding term that the court could not render judgment on 

` such verdict, the prisoner would again have to bs put on his trial 

the second time for the same cause or offence, and for want of 
a witness, of whose- testimony death or some other cause may 

have deprived liim, and by whose testimony alone his innocenee 

of the charge was demonstrated, the innocent and guiltless pris- 

oner might be convicted and punished. "This is only one in- 
stance that might occur. Prisoners might be found guilty by a 

Jury, and afterwards, and before the judgment of the court is 

rendered, the court might be adjourned by the bill, and then 

the court would have no power to render or pronounce the 

judgment of the law on the prisoner, or even (as à court) to re- 

mand the prisoner, and the guilty might thereby escape the pun- 

ishment justly due for their offence, and the State burthened 

with the costs of the prosecution. Almost innumerable incon- 

veniences might occur which might greatly embarrass, if not 

defeat the administration of justice. Such embarrassments of 
justice and such diflicultics are the natural offspring of a depart- 

ure from, or of a violation of the fundamental law of a govern- 

ment. 

It might not be improperly urged, that this bill is in conflict 
with the fourteenth section of the first article of the Constitution 
of the State; the bill closing the doors of a court of justice after 
the right of trial had accrued to, and was possessed by the liti- 
gants in that court. 

Entertaining doubts as to the constitutionality of the bill, I 
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used the: precaution to ask, and obtained, in writing, the opin- 
ion of the Attorney General, which is herewith énclosed.

The fees allowed are at the same rate as 
those allowed to commissioners in chancery, trustees, executors, 
and others acting in a fiduciary character in ordinary business 
transactions. In this respect, the law coincides with the custom- 
ary usages of the country. 

In the counties yielding small revenue, less than the present 
compensation, would very probably produce a general resigna- 
tion of these officers, to the great and manifest injury of the 
financial interests of the State. The offices would be sought 
only by such persons as would be either incompent to discharge 
them, or unable to give the heavy bonds now required of the 
incumbents. 

The present condition of the State imperiously calls upon th e 
Legislature to view with: caution any measure affecting the 
speedy and sure collection of the revenue, and prompt payments 
of it into the public treasury. Competent agents can only be 
secured by adequate rewards for their labor, and even the pre- 
sent rates do not prevent numerous failures to render prompt 
returns. f . 

Your committee therefore-ask that they be discharged from

It would 
seem from tlie statements in the petition, that the property in 
the note spoken of is in third persons, and that the ori- 
ginal payees are insolvent; any act, therefore, of this Legislature 
which would extend the relief prayed, would, at the same time, 
be legislating away the rights of innocent persons. Again, if no 
execution was issued on the judgment within a year, the peti- 
tioner was entitled to be served with a scire facias, upon the re- 
turn of which, he might have brought forward his defence, or if 
an execution has Been issued, withouta revival of the judgment, 
he has a right to suspend it, and bring his case before the court 
iu that shape. 

Your committee are not apprised that the principle is any 
where acknowledged, that legislative bodies have the right to 
adjudicate matters in controversy, between private individuals 
for the purpose of curing blunders of courts and lawyers, and the 
negligence of clients in particular cases.

powers not granted by the said compact, the States who are 
parties thereto, have the right, and are in duty bound, to inter- 
pose for arresting the progress of the evil, and for ascertaining 
within their respective limits the authorities, rights and liberties

A message from the Governor: 

To the Senate: 

I herewith return to the Senate where it originated, an act 
entitled “an act to prevent «he spread of infectious diseases 
among horses,” with my objections to the act becoming a law. 

The general objects of the act appear to -be well conceived, 
and intended to remedy existing evils to which some of the pro- 
perty of the citizens of the State is subject, and for which there 
‘are no adequate remedies now provided by law; but the plan by 
which the desired objects are intended to be effécted, appears to 
me to be more summary than the Constitution of the State au- 
thorizes, and is, as 1 consider, in conflict with some of the rem- 
edies given, and the rights secured to the citizens of the State 
by the Constitution of the State. 

My main objections to the act relate to the provisions of the 
second section, which, in my opinion, conflict with several pro- 
visions of the Constitution of the State. 

The second section of the act provides first, “that it shall and 
may be lawful for any person to take up any horse, mare, geld- 
ing, colt, mule or ass, tha: may be found running at large, af- 
flicted with glanders, and show the same to any two respectable 
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freeholders, or householders of. the neigliborhood, and it shall 
appear to such freeholders or : householders,. that such horse, 
mare, gelding, mule or ass, is afflicted with glanders, it hall 
and may be then lawful for such taker-up to kill the same.” 
And secondly, “that the owner thereof shall have no- recourse 
whatever for damages upon such taker-up ” 

I am strongly inclined to the opinion that the provisions of 
the first clause of the second section of the act under considera- 
tion, are in conflict in the following particulars with the follow- 
ing named provisions of the Constitution of the State. 

1. The provisions of the first clause of the second section of 
the act contemplates to deprive persons of their property without 
due course of law, or in other words, without a trial of the facts 
of the case by a jury of twelve good and lawful men before a 
judicial tribunal of the State, and is therefore in confliet with 
the last clause of the 10th section, and with the 98th section of 
the first article of the Consttiution of the State. 

2. Again the same clause of the second section of the act con- 
templates that the property of persons shall be taken and'ap- 
plied to public use without just compensation being first made 
therefor, and therefore is in confliet with the second and last 
clause of the 18th section, of the first article of the Constitution 
of the State. a 

3. The same clause of the second section of the act contem- 
plates that a person who is guilty of the offence of being the, 
owner of a horse, mare, gelding, colt, mule or ass, running at 
large, that appears to two freeholders or householders to be af- 
flicted with glanders, even without such person having any 
knowledge of the fact of such horse, mare, gelding, colt, mule 
or ass running at large, and appearing to such freeholders or 
householders to be afflicted with glanders, and without such per- 
son having any notice whatever either of the taking up, or of the 
proceeding had by and before such freeholders or householders, 
shall forfeit such horse, mare, gelding, colt; mule or ass without 
even having been connected with auch offence, and is therefore 
in conflict with the first clause of the first section 1 of the first 
article of the Constitution of the State. : : 

“Again, I am also;thoroüghly inclined to the opinion that the 
second clause of said second-section of the act is in conflict in 
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the following particulars, with the following provisions of the 
Constitution of the’ State: 

1. The provisions of the second clause of the second section 
of the act contemplates to deprive persons of any remedy or re- 
course whatever by due course of law, for an injury done, to 
their property (goods,) and is therefore in conflict with the 14th 
section of the first article of the Constitution of the State. Un- 
der this head I will put a case that will demonstrate the injustice 
if not the absurdity of this provision of the act, first premising 
that the second clause of the second section of the act creates 
and.constitutes the fact, that it appears to two freeholders or 
householders, that any horse, mare, gelding, colt, mule or ass, 
taken up and shown to them, is afflicted with glanders, a com- 
plete bar to or against a recovery by the owner of such horse, 
&c., though such horse, &c., may not be afflicted in fact with 
the glanders. Suppose a person should be the owner of a 
blooded mare of great value, and the same should stray from 
the owner, and should be diseased with the distemper, a disease 
in horses commonly called the colt distemper, and should be” 
taken up as provided for in this act, and should be shown to two 
freeholders who were not judges of disease in horses, and it should 
appear to such freeholders that such mare is afflicted with glan- 
ders and therefore the taker-up should kill the same; and suppose 
the owner of stich mare should institute suit, for instance, an 
action of trespass against such taker-up, and should allege as 
the gravemen of the action the killing of such mare, and was 
able to prove on thé trial of such action, that such mare was 
not afflicted with the disease called the glanders, but in fact was 
only afflicted with the common colt distemper, such owner, 
under the provisions of this act, could not sustain such action 
if the defendant, the taker-up of such mare, would plead and 
prove that he took up such mare by virtue of the provisions of 
this act, and shewed her to two freeholders to whom it appeared 
that such mare was afflicted with glanders. From this case it 
is evident that by the summary and exparte proceeding given by 
this act, that a person who has not committed any crime, offence 
or fault, and who has had neither notice or knowledge of the 
proceedings, might be deprived not only of valuable property, 


but also ofall remedy or recourse whatever to recover remunera~ 
tiou for the loss of such property. 


—— 
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2. Again, the second clause of the second section of the act 
contemplates to debar persons from prosecuting a civil suit for 
themselves in the judicial tribunals of. this State, and is thére- 
fore in conflict with the 29th section of the first article of the 
constitution of the State. 

For these reasons [ feel constrained to withhold from the act 
my approval and signature, though some of the provisions may 
be called for, and would, no doubt, apart from the objectionable 
provisions, be beneficial to the citizens of the State.

Which report is hereto appended, and is as follows: 

. Me Presipent—The joint select committee, appoihted on 
the part of both houses of the Legislature to examine the affairs 
of the Mississippi Union Bank, subsequent to the last report to 
the Legislature upon that subject; and the whole subject of the. 
issuance and sale of the State bonds, issued and sold for the 
benefit of said bank, have instructed me to report to the Senate : 

That, on entering upon the important duties assigned them, , 
your committee took into consideration the whole course of said 
Union. Bank since its pretended organization, the attitude which 
it has assumed towards the Legislature, touching the several ' 
acts thereof, passed for the purpose of confining the bank within 
the restrictions contained in her charter; the total disregard 
manifested by her officers of the laws of the land; and froin a 
calm and dispassionate investigation thereof, have come to the * 
conclusion? that it is neither pradent or practicable for the Le- 
gislatüre to attempt an interference with the effects or manage: 
ment of the concern. 

Whilst the matterwas in abeyance, three parties were recog- 
nized. Ist. The Legislature, who had undertaken to grant the 
privilege, and to exercise a supervising control over its consi- 
mation, 2dly. The Directory, who were the operaio: Son 
The subscribers for stock. 

” Then it was proper for the party granting, to examine from 
time to time, into the proceedings of the agents, and to guard 
the rights of the beneficiaries. So soon as this ceased to be the, 
case, the directory having determined to abandon the project, 
the rights and interests of another and different party, were 
sought to be involved, to-wit: the people of the State at large. - 
It was assumed that this party, as a body politic, had authorized 

the issuance of five millions of bonds by their Executive officer, 
“For the benefit of the supposed or intended institution; which 
bonds purport to pledge the faith of the State for their redemp- 
tion, and ‘are said to have been issued in conformity. to alaw 
passed by the Legislature in the ; year. 1838, and sold to Nicholas, 
Biddle. q 

, At an adjourned s sation of the Legislature, € on the 
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lst Monday of January, A. D. 1841, an. attempt was made to 
publish a declaration to the world, that the State, or rather the 
peaple, would pay. those bonds at matúrity. - This was the first 
intimation of the kind of which the people felt authorized, under 
the cireumstances-of the case, to take notice. This attempt 
“was the more startling, because of the great ostentation of pre-- 
poration throughout the State for 8 securing and perfecting the 
individual stock mortgages, provided | for ju the original charter. 
Even as late as the first Monday in March, 1849, a directory on 
the part of the individual stockholders was elected at the mother 
_ bank, in Jackson. ` Thus endeavoring 10 induce a patient and 


E confiding people to rely upon those who stood in the attitude of 


agents, to carry out the provisions by, which they had been as- 
sured they would be protected and saved harmless. 

, Suffice it to say, the panic was general and simultaneous, and 
it was.eyery where proposed to make it a test question at the 
“general election in November, 1841, whether they should ac- 
"knowledge or disavow their indebtedness to, the holders of said 
- honds. ` In that important and delicate stiogglé, a decided tri- 
umph is claimed by those who assumed the latter position, and 
which is fully conceded by those who occupied the former, 

. Whether they were justified in making this important deci- 
„Sion, by the circumstances of the case, is a ‘question worthy of 
the most deliberate scrutiny. The second section of the first ar- 
ticle of the declaration of rights, appended to the constitution ot 
this State, declares, **that all power ig inherent in the people, 
and that all fice governments are founded on their authority 
“and established for their benefit.” The same people, before 
` they proceeded to delegate the respective powers enumerated in 
the constitution, make the additional deelaration, that all laws 
contrary to the provisions thereof, shall be void. After setting 
up: these beacons, they proceed to define and distribute the ne- 
"eossary governmental powers, and coneluded by providing, 
^ among other things, “that no law shall ever be'passed to raise a 
Joan of money upon the credit of, the State, or to pledge the 
faith of the State for the payment or redemption of any loan or 
debt, uhléss such law be proposed in the Senate or House of” 
Representatives, and be agreed to by a majority of the members 
' of each house, ,and entered on their journals, with the yeas and 
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gislature ; ; and published for three months previous to the next 


regular election in three newspapers of this State; aid unless a 
majority of each branch of the Legislature, so elected after such | 


publication, shall agree to and pass such law; and in such case 
the yeds and nays shall be taken and entered on the journals of 
each house." s ge. 64 

In view of these important precautionary restrictions, the-Le- 
gislature of this State, on the 21st day of January, 1837, pro- 
posed and published the original charter of the Mississippi Union 

` Bank. The next ees Legislature approved and passed 
the same—the sanction of the Governor being had thereto on the 
5th day of February, 1898. Thus far, the Legislature and £x- - 
ecutive are presumed to have been protected in their acts by the 
expression of the public will. This chárter, although a public 
law, could only: be regarded as a power of attorney, on the part 
of the people, authorising the faith of the State to be pledged: on 
conditions thereafter to be performed. Here the action and par-. 
ticipation of the people in their primary capacity as a contract- 
ing party ceases. In this act there was no ground left’ üpun 
which the most wary and suspicious might base a reasonable * 
.apprehension of ultimate pecuniary liability. ef 

By the second section of this act, it was provided, that: boobs 
of subscription for the sum of fifteen millions five hundred thou- 
sand dollars, divided into’ shares of one hundred dollars each, 
and intended to secure the loan of said fifteen millions five: hun- ` . 
dred thousand dollars, shall be opened, &c. 

The fourth section provides, that tho owners of real estate, * 
situated in the State of Mississippi, and who were citizéns there- 
of, should be the only persons entitled to subscribe for stock. 

The fifth section prescribes the mode and manner of i issuing 
the bonds by whieh the faith of the State was intended to be 
pledged; and provides in the form of the same, that the State 


shall acknowledge herself to be indebted t to b the Mississippi Union 


Bank, &c. s 

The seventh section declares that both the ‘principal indi in- 
terest of said bonds shall be paid by said bank at the times they 
shall severally fall due. SC? 

Thé eighth section provides, that to secure the payment of, 
_the principal and interest of said bonds, the eubseribers for stock 
should be bound to give mortgages on property to be in all cases 
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equal to the amount of their respective stock. This property 
was to be of the most valuable description, and unencumbered. 
^ The tenth section provides, that for the management of the 
affairs of said bank, there shall be thirteen directors chosen from 
among the ‘stockholders; five to be chosen by the Legislature, 
and eight by the stockholders. 
, The eleventh section provides that each stockfiolder shall pay. 
. jn cash ten. dollars on each share subscribed. 

The eleventh section provides, that after the ‘books of sub- 
scription shall be closed, &c., the bank shall go into operation. 

. By a reference to these several clauses, it will appear that 
‘property equal i in value to fifteen millions five hundred thousand 
dollars, and that of the most durable and imperishable descrip- 
tion, cautiously secured and guarded, .was to be pledged, and 
remain for, the ultimate redemption of the bonds, and that the 
institution was not to go into operation until all this yas accom- 
plished. 

. The aet supplementar y thereto was passed during the same 
session, by the first section of which the right to subscribe for 
fifty: thousand shares of stock of the original capital, was trans- 
ferred from private citizens to the State of Mississippi, and re- 
` “quired the Governor to subscribe for the same. By this means, 
the ‘individual stock, was reduced five millions of dollars; and 
that amount of security extracted without the authority of the 
people. 'Thas changing the attitude in which the State was to 
stand from tlmt of guarantor to that of principal. In taking this 
step, your committee conceive, the Legislature parted forever 
with their power to legislate for the prosecution of this concern. 
The Legislature did not stop" here, however. By the second 
section of the supplemental act, that portion of the thirteenth 
«section of the original charter whieh provided for the appointing 
-of appraisers of property in each bank district, was repealed.— 

And by the seventeenth section, so much of the, fourteenth sec- 
"tion of the original charter às provides for the appointment of a 
`. provisional directory, is repealed. By the eighteenth section, 
so much of the nineteenth section of the original charter as enti- 


tled the Stare to one-tenth of the whole profits of the bank, is re- 


pealed, as is, also, that portion which entitled the State to a cre- 
dit of two hundred thousand dollars. The nineteenth section 


Ki 


provides, that instead of ten dollars in cash upon each share as 
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‘above mentioned, two and one-half per cent in bank notes, shall 
be paid in on said stock. 


When we look back to the original instr ument, after these im- 
portant innovations, we find it a‘mere wreck. Ki is not even en- 
titled to the appellation of skeleton, so great. has been the dè- 
struction, and that under the innocent title of supplémentary 
provisions’ Could the Legislature rightfully make these indra- 
tions, and if so, by what authority? Ef that bedy had the power 
to bind the people by this mode of legislation, then have the 
citizens gained nothing by the much admired clause of the con- 
stitution above recited. Did the people, in giving their assent 
to that portion of the original act of incorporation, which pro- 
posed to pledge the faith of the State, act in relation theieto as” 
on an independent proposition, and disconnected with the re« 
maining portions of the act? Most assuredly not. Tt was sub- 
mitted as a «whole, it was deliberated upon as & whole, opd Gs 
such it was adopted. The guards which were thrown around. 
jt—the securities contained in it—and the results which pro- 
mised to flow from it, were the moving considerations to its sane- 
tion. To suppose any thing else of an enlightened community, 
under the circumstances, would involve an absurdity too mon- * 
strous to be for a moment indulged. If the people, by this act, 
contracted to do any thing, it was to permit their integrity.to bé 
placed in the market in the shape of State bonds, for the pir- 
pose of raising funds to enable the ‘individual citizens’ of the 
State to have established and carried on a joint stock bank.— 
The leading principles of which, as well as-the detailed plan of 
its operations, were clearly set forth and specified i in this act; no 
constituent part of which could be repealed or destroyed by any 
power inferior to that which granted tlie privilege of enacting it. 
By reference to the several clauses of our organic law, as above 
quoted, it will be seen that this high and questionable power of | 
pledging the faith of the State for purposes of this kind, was ré- 


. served to the people, and to be exercised by them—not in their 


representative, but in their sovereign capacity. They are left 
entirely free-by the terms expressed in the constitution, from the 
force and operation of any act of the Legislature, passed in con- 
travention of the ninth section of the seventh article above re- 
ferred to; the same having been already declared void. ^ ° 

It therefore follows, that so Jong as that section cofitinues to 
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be a portion of the fundamental law of the land, the people ean- 
‘not be subjected fo any liability on account of any law passed for 
- the purpose of raising a loan upon the taith of the State, unless 
- they shall have an opportunity of placing different members in 


the Legislature from thosé whe proposed it. The second Le- 


E gislature (it is believed) must be presumed to act in relation to 


that particular’ subject, under authority expressly granted, or re- 


strictions unconditionally imposed. If they act affirmatively 


under their instructions at the ballot-box, their powers are. lim- 
ited and defined by the Jaw itself. If a law thus submitted to 
the people gives the details of the plan proposed for disposing of 
the funds to be iaised, those details form the conditions upon: 
which the assen: is given, and the second legislature cannot alter 
or discharge them without discharging the people from their 


_ entire liability. They might, perhaps, by supplement, explain 


and render certain that which was defective and of doubtful im- > 
pert; but they could no more repeal apy "portion of them than i 
an agent or attorney-in-fact could make an erasure in a written ' 
power of-attorney. d 

“The dangerous consequences of a different construction of 
their powers can scarcely be better illustrated than by reference 
to the case in question. There the individual property of some 


citizen of the State was to he mortgaged to secure each and 


“every share of stock, so as to identify the private interest of 


some individual with the management of every dollar of stock. 
A provisional directory, whose duty it should be to organize the’ 
corporation, was to be appointed by the Governor, and thus re- 
moved beyond the reach of those unhappy influences so liable 
to be éxercised over incumbents by those on whom they are de- 


‘pendent for office. 


By changing those two features alone, an effect was produced 
singularly illustrative of the position taken. lastead of an insti- 


tution carefully organized, founded upon individual stock, and 


ready to go into full operation at the end oftwelve months, with 
a capital.of fificen millions five hundred thousand dollars of 
stock, secured by mortgages, with ten per cent in cash paid on 
the’ same, and prepared to discount only upon mortgages of a 
like nature; an institution was reared up in about half that time, 
at a singlé point in the State, with a capital stock of five millions 
of dollars subscribed forby.the Governor, on behalf of the State, 
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(to secure which not a dollar of property was rawi bear 
ing the impress of a State Bank, i EE postnotes and discount 
ing individual paper. — 

The legislature had no authority from the people't to make the 
State à stockholder, but on the contrary, were pr ohibited by the 
fourth section of the original charter from doing so., ” The pio- ` 

| visions of that chartér being the measure of their power, the'at- 
tempt to make the people primarily liable for five millions of the 
stock, and to destroy their right to subseribe for it individually, 
` was a fraud upon them, and therefore void. In using this lan- 
guage, in support of the argument, your committee would de- 
sire to be understood as speaking of the legal effect of the meas- | 
ure, and not, by any means, as calling in question the purity ` 
‘of the motives of the SE who were instrumental in en- 
acting it. , 
Your cominittee are unable to draw the distinction between 
converting the State credit to the purpose of rearing up a State 
Bank, and that of applying it to any other purpose för eign to tho 
object specified in the charter. - 

The people never having been notified in the manner pre- 
scribed by the. constitution (as before recited)'that the faith of the 
State was unconditionally pledged for theredemption of the five 
million of bends in question, were not bound to take any notice 
of the acts done under or hy'virtue of the supplementary act, It 
was sufficient for them to know that they could not be made 

‘liable, except upon the, conditions prescribed in the original 
charter—shielded by the express provisions. of their organic law, 
it was neither necessary or competent to them to notify the world 

that they were not.liable—no such act on their part having been. 
provided for. The constitution and the original charter con- 
tained their expressed will, both of which were published to the: 
world, and of which it was bound to take notice. Beyond these, 
no one had a right tó suppose the sovereign people could be driv- 
en for the purposeofrecognizing an obligation either legal, moral’ 
or political. On the first fit occasion, they have declered, in lan- 
guage which gannot be mistaken, that they are neither bound or, 
willing, by taxation or otherwise, to pay either the principal or ` 
interest of those bonds. In making this declaration, they have ` 
done no more than to avow, that. the constitution of the State 
is the bulwark of their liberty, the palladium of their political.

imposition was practised upon the purchasers of those bonds, 
that imposition is not to be ascribed to the private citizens of this 
State. The bonds were not executed by their authority, nor 
were they placed at the disposal of their authorized agents; con- 
sequently, the idea that a failure on their part to pay them would . 
render the- State inimical to invasion by any foreign power, is 
unyorthy of a moment consideration. The causes of war, 
and of capture, and reprisals‘on the high seas, are defined by 
the laws of nature and of nations} no one of which causes exists 


^ ‘or can exist,.in the present case, if the positions above assumed 


be correct. The bonds appear to have been seld by citizens of 
this State to a citizen or. corporation of another of the United 
States, in the course of private dealing, and involves no matter 
which is not properly cognizant’ to the courts, — 

Taking the view which h your committee did, they have deemed 
jt unncessary to institute'an investigation into the affairs of the 
Mississippi Union Bank, the"whole concern having' gone into 
- private hands, and the people having solemnly determined never 
to recognize it as a legal institution. ` 

They thorèfore report that it is inexpedient to bring in a bill 
to place said institution in liquidation. 

“Your committee in obedience to the resolution ‘of your hon- 
orable body, have investigated, to some extent, the facts in rela 
tion to the sale of thé said bonds, which has resulted in proving 
the correctness of ‘the position taken by his Excellency, A. G. 
McNutt, in his letter to Hope & Co. upon that subject, and sub- 
mitted to the legislature of 4th Jan., 1842, 

Your committee, in conclusion, beg leave to remark that they 
are satisfied of the justice of the determination of the freemen 
of Mississippi never to pay the principal or interest of those. 
bonds, or to’ recognize the Mississippi Union Bank as. a legal 
‘institution; and that in doing so, they deçjare in favor of a prin 
ciple honorable'to themselves and beneficial to-their ofispring. 
They thereby declare that the few cannot bind the many without 
their consent, and set a lasting ‘example before those who may 
come after them of the fruitlesshess of thé aitempt to grasp and ` 
carry out un warranted powers, calculated to affect their private 
rights, and to endanger the civil liberty of. themselves and their 
children. ; A 
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Had the question been presented to them at an early period 
ina tangible shape, with a full knowledge of thé facts, their de- 


termination would have been the same, and promptly and speed- ` | 


ily avowed. Not having had this opportunity, it now becomes: 
our duty to allow dia through us, to place “themselves in their 


true attitude before the world, in as speedy a manner ag pos- 


sible. € e 
In all cases of usurpations, timely interposition has been the

United States Bank of Pennsylvania, reported to have been ob- 
tained for about the sum of two millions of dollars, and obtained 
about the year 1838. l i 

State, also, what kind of"funds said loan was received in by 
the Planters’ Bank, and whether any bounties or bonuses were 
paid to any person on account of said loan, and if so, state 
the particulars in relation to this matter. 

State whether any portion of the fund of this loan was in the 
notes“of the late Bank of the United States, and what other 
bank notes were received, and the quantity of the several kinds 
of bank notes—how much of the same was inspecie, or by other 
payments.

I resigned the office 
of President in the spring of 1840, and cannot, therefore, speak 
definitely of the amount of the assets of the said company.

Unpaid stock subscriptions ; 

Depot buildings, and lots in Natchez, Gallatin, Washington, `

The railway, cars, engines and machinery ; 

Planters’ Bunk stock ; 

Some claims upon persons, on contracts or sales. 

These are all the assets known to me, 

Quéstion.—What is the amount of dividends upon her stock 
in said company now standing to the credit of the Stato? What

` amount of interest on State bonds is now due and unpaid by 
said company? What of principal? 

Answer—lUpon the execution of the transfer act, scrip for 
20.000 shares of stock in the Rail Road Company was delivered 
to the Governor, and placed to the credit of the State on the 
books of the said company ; and I believe it still remains to the 
credit o the State on the books. 

1 do not know what amount of interest on the State bonds is 
now due and unpaid by said company. 

By the transfer act, the State was to pay out of the sinking 
fund the first set of bonds falling due in 1841, "T'he company 
assumed to pay the bonds of the State which should fall due 
afterwards. None of the bonds of the State, guaranteed to be 
paid by the company, are yet due. 

Question.—W hat kind of security has been given by individu- 
al subscribers uopn their subscriptions, and what amount of 
stock is secured ? 

Answer,—No security was taken from subscribers upon sub- 
scription of stock. The charter did not authorize the demand 
of security ; no part of the stock is, consequently, secured, ex- 
cept that for which notes were taken, upon instruments fallitig 
due, instead of cash. , I refer to the last report of the company, 
exhibting the amount of bille receivable, as the best information 
I possess as to the amount of stock actually secured. At the 
time òf the subscriptions being made, most of the subseribers 
were considered solvent and good for their subseriptions. The 
directors discouraged subscriptions for speculation. I, as Presi-/ 
dent, took pains to inform the country that no banking facilities, 
loans, or discounts, could be expected from the company; yet 
some imprudent subscriptions were made, and I suppose that 
subsequently many of the subscribers have become insolvent. 

Question — What amount of dividends or "profits have been 
made upon tlie rail road ? 

Answer,--No dividends, have ever, is my knowledge, been 
made by the company. No profits were made before I left the 
company. I have been informed that the profits of transporta- 
tion onthe rond, during the last year, have exceeded the expenses 
some six or seven thousand dollars. 

Question. -— State the number of shares of State stock which

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has been sold by said company ; the terms of such sales, and the 
kind of funds received therefor ? 

Answer. —1 do not think there were any sales of Planters’ 
Bank stock, ‘assigned to the company by transfer act, sold while 
I was connected with the company. JF recollect none. 1 be- 
lieve some portion of that stock has been since sold or exchanged 
for the company’s notes, but to what amount I do not know. 

Question.—State what number of shares have been hypothe- 
cated, and for what ; and whether any such hypothecated shares | 
have yet been redeemed ? 

Answer.— While President of the company, I was despatched 
to Europe for the purpose of effecting sales of the Planters’ 
Bank stock assigned to the company, with instructions, from the 
proceeds to pay a pre-existing debt of the company of $125,000, 
consisting of acceptances of Todd, Jackson & Co., of Liver- 
pool. Having failed to effect any sales of said stock to save the 
protest and consequent damages on said acceptances, E made a 
written agreement with Rich and Alsop, in London, who held 
said acceptances, to leave with them $250,000 of Planters’ Bank 
stock, as collateral security for the payment of that debt, he 
agreeing to waive protest and ‘give time upon said debt. This 
agreement was in writing, and a duplicate is now in the posses- 
sion of the Rail Road Company. I beg leave to refer to it for 
greater certainty. I have not seen it for some time, but believe 
I have given the substance of it. lam informed that the com- 
pany have discharged said debts into $25,000 or thereabouts ; 
and said shares are now hypothecated for said balance. I know 
of no other hypothecation of stock. A 

Question.—Do you know of any agreement. being made 
changing place of payment of principal and interest ‘of said 
bonds, from the place first designated for said payment; if so, 
state by whom and by what authority said change of place was 
made ? E 
Answer.—I do not know, nor have I eyer lien of any agree- 
ment to change the place of payment of the principal or interest 
of the State bonds, given for the Planters’ Bank stock. I am 
quite confident no such agreement was ever made by the Mis- 
_sissippi Rail Road Company.

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Question.—Aro you in possession of any information relative * ` `~ - 


to the manner in which the treasury came into possession of so 
large an amount of depreciated paper money during the year 
1887 and 1838 ;. if so, please state it? "And you will please con- 
dense all tlie information which’ you may possess in regard to 
the other matters embodied in the resolutions under which the 
committee are authorized to act. 
Answe r.—In May, 1887, ‘the Legislature passed a resolution 
authorizing the State Treasurer to receive the notes of the in- 
corporated banks of this State, of tax collectors. At that period . 
' the treasury was empty. He was also authorized to receive the , 
surplus revenue of the United States accruing to this State, but 
was not warranted in receiving it in paper money. The docu- 
ments accompanying my special message, in 1839, show the 
` amounts and kind of funds he ‘received, and the kind of funds 
paid out in 1837 and 1838, by. the branch of the Planters’ Bank 
` atJackson. The State funds, except one instalment of the sur- 
plus revenue, were deposited in the branch, in accordance with 
the provisions of the charter of the Planters’ Bank. In 1838 an 
officer of the branch refused to pay me anything on account of 
the contingent fund, and my salary, except Brandon money. I 
induced the mother bank to direct said branch to furnish mo spe- 
cie to pay postage, which was done. A reference to the reports 
of the Auditor and. Treasurer, in 1838 and 1839, will shew that 
said br anch paid out to the public creditors more than double the 
amount of Braudon money deposited in the branch on account 
of the State. Since January, 1839, the public funds have not . 
been deposited by the State Treasurer in the Planters’ Bank, or 
any branch thereof. The former Treasurers, Phillips, Van 
Hoesen and Brown, all informed me that the officers of said 
branch also stated to them, that the deposits made in the branch 
on account of the State, were made in Brandon money. l was 
unable to disprove that assertion until I obtained the statement - 
from A. P. Merrill, cashier, published with the documents ac- 
companying my special message in 1839. - The refusal of the 
mechanics and other public creditors, in the summer of 1889, to 
receive Brandon money, caused me to institute inquiries which 
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called forth the documents referred to. Gen. Brown drew Bran- 
don money out of the treasury, in 1839, during my absence, 
without my consent, knowledge, or approbation.
